I have the honour to submit, as required by law, my Report oi the Schools of 
the Colony within my superintendence. 

This Report embraces not only the schools under the control of the Boards of 
Kdtic^tion within my supervision, but the Convent Schools, the Christian Brothers' 
Schools, St. Bride's Academy* L^ittledale and the Catholic College, St. Bonaven- 
ture's. 

Part IL contains Statistical Tables ol the above and Part IlL contains my 
Notes on Visitation aud Inspection. 

In connection with visitation and inspection, I may say that I have not confined 
iny visits solely to those places which already enjoy the blessings of a school, but 
in not a few instances I have made it my duty to visit places which are not so for- 
timate, have taken a census of the number of children of schoolable ages in such 
places, have made enquiries as to any assistance the people may he disposed to giv^ 
towards building a school house and have made special reports on same to the 
Chairmen of the Boards interested. I am pleased to report that the above proce- 
dure has frequently been productive of good, and not the least hopeful sign of the 
times is, that Chairmen and Boards are taking more and more interest every year 
in those places which are still without even elementary school advantages. More 
schools are building every year, the people are becoming keener and more alive to 
the necessity of Education and all round matters educational are making much pro- 
gress. The work of the various schools show a decided improvement within a few 
years and as last year it was my privilege to report that the year's work showed 
an improvement in efficiency on the year previous, so also it is my pleasing privilege 
ngain to report a like improvement in the work of the year just closed. 
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GENERAL SUMMARY, 
Number in ancHdandance.—The total number enrolled during year was 10,144 
an increase of 226 on previous year, and an increase of 900 in five years. This is 
equal to 19,53 per cent, or one in every 5.12 of the Catholic population of the Island 
excluding diocese of Harbor Grace. When we consider that but a little over 20 per 
cent, of the entire population of the United States of America with its boasted 
educational excellences attend school, the above showing is not too unsatisfactory, 

lofal affcudanccs. — The total number of attendances made was 2,125457. Thi^ 
while showing a decrease on previous year, shows an increase of 325,895 in five 
years. 

Az'crage daily affvitdathr. — Tlic average daily attendance was 5,872, an increase 
of 30 on previous year, and an increase of 159 in five years. 

Air rage quarterly curolnteni: — The average number of pupils registered each 
quarter was 8.224, an increase of ^i on previous year, and an increase of 608 in five 
years* 

Number of school sessions. — The number of school sessions was 50,016. This 
shows an increase of 4,612 in five years, although there is a decrease on previous 
J ear. 

Fcrecniagc of average attendance. — The percentage of average attendance, as 
compared with average quarterly enrolment was 714, an increase of .1 on previous 
year. 

Schools. — The number of schools in operation was 151, comprising 187 depart- 
ments. There were three schools from w*hich no returns were received. Two of 
these were taught by uncertificated teachers. I would nrge upon Boards of Educa- 
tion to pay the last quarters' salary (in June) only upon the production of the 
iichool returns. Such a regulation, strictly carried out, would entail no hardship 
upon the teacher, and would unquestionably have a most beneficial effect not only 
in securing all the returns but in having same despatched promptly. 



GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 
Tn commenting on the Governmetit Grants the following extracts from leading 
educational authorities dealing with the Educational Problems of a Democracy may 
be of general interest, as well as incidentally show^ the wisdom of the LegislatiTre 
in increasing so generously the vote for Education at the last session. 

Answ^ering the question: wdiat is the nature of the education given in the ele- 
mentary schools? What does it do for the people? Dr. Wm- T, Harris of the 
Bureau of Education, Washington, says: — 

" The first and most important thing, it seems to me. in the United 
States is to make everybody a reader. Each person of a proper age 
should be able to write and read. The illiterate person is not able to 
w^ork by himself, except in the simplest kinds of employment. He re- 
quires constant direction from a 'boss.* The person w^ho can read and 
write can fellow written or printed directions, and can be held respon- 
sible to do good work when he is not under immediate supervision 
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More and more it happens that the work of a commmiity gets to be of 
such a kind as to demand in the labourer a knowledge of reading and 
writing. An illiterate man cannot deliver the orders of a grocery store 
or market. He must be able to read the names of the customers and 
the names and numbers of the streets when they arc to be fonnd. He 
cannot correct any errors in his order unless he is able to make a mem- 
orandum of the errors. 

" But it is still mare important for a free government that its in- 
ha]>itants are able to read and write. The free government must be a 
government chiefly of popular opinion, and popular opinion cannot gov- 
ern effectively except through the newspaper and the book. There 
must be a means hy which the individual learns every day to know 
the opinions of his fellow men near and far. He interprets the opinion 
of his fellow-citizens whom he meets from day to day by the opinion 
of sur rounding eommnnities, made known to blm through the news- 
paper. Again, he interprets the public opinion of his State by the pub- 
lic opinion of the other States, He interprets the opinion of his nation 
by the public opinion of foreign nations. Thus there goes on in the 
mhid of each citizen a comparative study of public opinion, the read- 
justment of local opinion and sentiment to the aggregate of public opin- 
ion and sentiment of states and nations. The general public opinion 
of the world is a kind of Writing on the wall,' in which the individual, 
or the particular section, sees hat local or partial views are w^eighed 
and approved or else found wanting/' 
The remarks below arc taken from a notable educational address delivered 
four or five years ago by President Eliot of Harvard University; — 

*'The life for which ihe American schools should now prepare their 
pupils is an utterly different life from that for which the schools were 
preparing the children forty years ago, or even twenty ytRT^ ago, 

"The whole world has been made over shiee 1850, and with many 
new powers for good, there have come in many new powers for eviL 
The American schools and colleges have had to readjust themselves 
incessantly to these sweeping changes in the condition of society ; and 
it is not to he wondered at if they have often failed to keep pace with 
the raised steps of this wonderful transform atioUn 

"Ts it not plain that if the American people were Well-to-do, tliey 
would multiply by four or live the present average school expenditure 
per child and per year? That is, they would make he average expendi- 
ture per pupil for he w^hole school year in the United States, from 
eighty to one hundred dollars for salaries and maintenance, instead of 
$17,3^, as now. Is it not obvious that, instead of providing a teacher 
for forty or fifty pupils, they would provide a teacher for every ten or 
liftcen pupils? Would there not be a play-ground around every school - 
house? If the American people thought they could afford it, would 
not a school -house be kept in as perfect sanitarv condition as a hos- 
pital ?" 

Referring to this address an influential journal remarks :— 
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"If popular education is to realize the expectations it has awak- 
ened, and to promote eflFectively public righteousness and public wel- 
fare, it must be far more thorough ; and in order to be thorough, much 
larger amounts of money must be spent upon it" 
Thus w^e see what importance leading authorities and leaders of thought place 
upon the absolute necessity of popular education, of education among the masses. 
Two of the above also make special reference to the need of spending more money 
on education. If it be found necessary then to spend more money on education hi 
a coimtry where the expenditure for salaries and maintenance is $17.38 per pupil^ 
if the cry in such a country is that not enough is spent on education, what would be 
thought of this country where up to last year but $4.98 was spent per pupil? 

Happily and fortunately for the country H. M. Government saw and realized 
that if the Colony were to go ahead, if the people were to advance, they must be 
educated, they must be fitted to compete with their fellows in the modern rush of 
life. Accordingly a large additional sum was voted for Education. Our grant was 
raised from $196,324.12 to $248,823.66, or from about 89 cents per head to nearly 
$1.13, or, taking last year's statistics as a guide, from about $4.98 to about $6.31 
per pupil. 

For a country with a small population of comparatively poor people this is very 
creditable and our Government is to be congratulated on the excellent record it 
lias made in the matter of increasing the grants for educational purposes. In the 
last five years the grant has been increased by $91,654.68. The total Education

Two Boards of Education have not forwarded the required Financial State- 
ments. The returns from St. Lawrence were not received in time for publication 
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in Table B., but since going to press T have received an account of iJie expenditure- 
of tbat Board. Tbe law relating to annual meetings will he found in Appendix D. 

SUPERIOR SCHOOLS. 

The following schools share in the Superior School Grant, vise.: — Placentia, 
Torbay, Bell Island, Argentia and Marystown. Applications. ha:ve been received 
from Birchy Cove, Bay of Islands; St. Joseph's, Salmonier; and Stephenvale for a 
share in this Grant, and as soon as requirements of Act arc complied with, said 
applications will be favourably considered. This Grant is growing in popularityf 
its henehts are so apparent as to need little comment and 1 trust soon to be able 
to report that the number of Superior Schools within my supervision has been 
doubled. The action of the Government in increasing the Grant was wise and 
commendable. 

AUGMENTATION GRANT. 

Tn no grant wai^ the increase more popular ainon^^ members of the teaching; 
profession than in this. It was an increase that werU directly into the teachers* 
pockets, an increase designed to ameliorate a little at least of that well known grie- 
vance of the teachers, their low salaries. That the increase w^as tifty per cent )f 
the amounts formerly paid according to Grade is matter for congratulation and 
I feel assured that money voted under this heading will be very beneficial not only 
In the teachers, but to the Colony as a whole, and that the good done by it will well 
and amply repay for the expenditure. This Grant is of striking value in one phase 
especially and that is this, it enables places with small allowance from the Board 
U obtain teachers of superior qualifications, and is consequently of benetit not only 
to teachers themselves and to such places as nientioned, Imt to the Boards as well. 

GRANT FOR DESTITUTE PLACES. 

This Grant is apportioned between the Archbishop of St. John's and Bishop 
of St, George's according to the population of their respective dioceses.

PUPIL TEACHERS' GRANT. 
Of the twenty- four pupil teachers in training during the' year ended 31st 
Uecemlier, 1905^ one obtained an A, A. of the Council of Higher Education^ seven 
have passed the ntermefliate Grade and eight have passed the Preliminary. One 
of the pupil teadiers — ^Xliss Bride Plannery — iit Littlcdale won hrst place in the 
Island on the girls liu and the second Open Scholarship in the Intermediate Grade, 
1 eing beaten by the winner of tirst place by one mark in an aggregate of 5,^30. 
This young lady also received first place in English in open competition. Special 
arrangements have been made with the authorities of St Bonaventure's College 
for the instruction of the pupil teachers there in the art of teaching. 

Lectures are given regidarly every week in the Theory of Tcaching^ and the 
pupil teachers conduct classes every day vmder the direction o:£ an experienced 
master. Faults are pointed out, remedies suggested and general instruction on 
class management imparted. The female pupil teachers at Littledale are fortunate 
in being trained under a lady who has special certificates from Victoria and St. 
Andrew's Universities, is a L.LA. of the latter institution, has certificates from 
Mt Pleasant Training School, Liverpool, and from Kensington, as w^ell as a 
Teacher's Certificate from the Lords of the Privy Council of Education, England^. 
St* Joseph's. Waterford Bridge, is used as the practising school. 



REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMISSiOM OF PUPIL TEACHERS, 
1. — No candidate for pupil teacher will be admitted to the training 
schools w^ithont examination. 

2. — The standard of such examination shall be that required for 
the Preliminary Grade of the Council of Higher Education. 

3.— Candidates who have not passed in the Preliminary Grade will 
be rec]nired to sit for an equivalent examination held under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Examiners. 



XII. REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC SCHOOLS OF NEWFOUNDLAND 

4. — Applications for places at the training schools must be made 
to the proper Superintendent not later than June ist of the year of ad- 
mission and the selected candidates must be ready to enter school at 
the re-opening in September. 

5. — No candidate for pupil teacher will be accepted at the training 
school without a certificate of conduct signed by the Chairman of the 
Board to which the candidate belongs or by the Superintendent of 
Education.

TEACHERS' SALARIES. 

As a body there are no more conscientious and hard-working public servants 
ill this Colony and I question if in any other than our teachers. Their all import- 
ant work is onerous, their pay is small, their surroundings are very often lonely, 
and they meet but too frequently with scant encouragement, yet, withal they take 
a manifest interest in their labours, they are devoted to duty and through them this 
country is receiving, in the education of its youth, one of its greatest if not its 
greatest blessing. That for all this they receive but poor compensation in the way 
■of salary is easily seen by the table below. However it gives me much pleasure and 
1 feel sure it will give pleasure to all who desire to see education advancing to 
Inow that the figures quoted will show an upward tendency next year thanks :.o 
the increased Education vote of last session.

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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

By reference to my Notes on Visitation and Inspection in Part 11 L, Appendix 
A., it will be found that frequent mention is made of school- houses recently built^ 
school-houses in course of erection, school- houses recently added to or renovated 
and school -houses about to be built That such references are so often met with 
is a very heahhy sign of the times, and what is even more pleasing is that special 
efforts are made to have such buildmgs and additions built on approved 
modern plans, much attention being given to lighting, ventilation, heating and 
situation. The day of the dingy, unsanitary building — ill -lighted, badly- roofed and 
not very pretentious in the matter of doors — is fading. A building that has a leaky 
roof J broken windows and a half -hung door— generally a very large one placed just 
where it should not be, f i\, in the very centre of a side or end of the room — is not 
exactly in accordance with the requirements of the twentieth century. In such 
a structure both the teacher and the taught must be overpowered by such a sense 
of physical discomfort as to make school work a burthensome task instead of a 
pleasant duty. The school building should be ample in dimensions, should be in 
thorough repair/ and its exterior and interior should be well and truly painted. 
A slight expenditure each year will keep the building in order. The heating of the 
EfChool-room is also a matter of first importance. A more woeful spectacle can 
hardly be imagined than a number of children trying to read and write and study 
whilst every faculty is benumbed with cold. Under such conditions school may be 
held nominally but progress will be very, very slow. A good stove and good fun- 
nelling with plenty of firewood are additions to school accommodations not to be 
despised — at least in Newfoundland. If a school-house be made comfortable and 
sightly it will have the effect of attracting pupils^ — if| on the contrary, it be in .1 
half-ruinous condition it will by no means invite a large attendance. In the matter 
ol appreciating bright and pleasant surroundings and physical comfort school child- 
ren are like the rest of us; and it is a happy augury for the future to find, as seen 
by the splendid school-houses built of late^ that this is becoming more and more 
realized by both Boards and people. 



SCHOOL GAMES. 
The need of keeping the ground annexed to the school in good order must also 
be clear, "Pleasant surroundings are conducive to happiness and good order." The 
school enclosure should be fenced with palings and large enough to afford scope 
for outdoor games. Our outport children should be encouraged to take up cricket 
and football (Association) or whatever sports local circumstances admit of. We 
all know the proverb about "all work and no play making Jack a dull boy." E\Try 
teacher who wishes to have a bright intelligent school will encourage healthful pas- 
times and brisk exercise during recess. If the pupils are allowed to mope around 
during playtime they will probably mope or show inclination to be disorderly in 
school hours* It would be helpful to allow the children about five minutes play in 
the grounds — say at eleven o'clock — provided the weather be fine and the children 
be sent in strictly at the end of the five minutes. This interval of fresh air will 
relieve the tension on the young minds, renew heir energy for further work and 
afford an opportunity for thorough school ventilation which no good teacher will 
b^ slow to avail of. Very little seems to be done in the way of providing the youth 
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of the outports with healthy and suitable recreation, and if the teachers would take 
this matter up they would do much towards adding to the happiness and well being 
of many lives. I have noticed that in connection with many schools no regular 
play-ground is provided. In most cases a suitable plot of ground for recreation 
could be purchased for very little money and the Boards would be doing a great 
service not only to the children of to-day but to generations to come if they would 
secure as school property an acre or two of ground to be set aside for the exclu- 
sive use of the children. 



CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

There is too much of this in some of our schools. Time and space do not 
permit me going deeply into this matter just at present, but I desire to say that *f 
the rod has to be used, it should be resorted to only, in extreme cases and anything 
like excessive punishment should be dealt with immediately and stringently by the 
Board. If a teacher cannot rule his school without rough handling his pupils it is 
doubtful if he can rule it at all. I admit that "the cane is brutalizing only in the 
bands of a brute," and that corporal punishment has to be resorted to under special 
circumstances, but it should never be used until all other means have been tried 
and failed. Dr. Arnold summed up "briefly and well the qualities which anyone in 
authority over children needs possess" when he wrote: "What I want is a Chris- 
tian man and a gentleman, an energetic man, one that understands children and 
lias common sense." 



SCHOOL SUBJECTS. 

There are two of the above which I frequently find not taught properly, viz. : — 
Writing and Grammar; and to these two subjects I wish to call special attention 
in this Report. 

Writing. — Not enough attention is paid to the importance of this subject. In 
too many cases when the time for Writing comes around the pupils scribble 
line after line of the copy in a mechanical sort of way, without supervision, with- 
out due and proper regard to the headline, and with little regard to either neatness 
or legibility. The following guide in this important subject is laid down in the 
"school-management" mostly used by our teachers : — 

"i. — The Copy Book must contain the same style of zvriting exactly 
as that taught in the school. 

"2. — Each headline should be followed by not more than four or 
five lines for practice. Children, as they get away from the copy, imi- 
tate their own line of writing immediately above, and consequently 
each successive line deteriorates rather than improves." 

Grammar. — ^There is too much use of the text-book in the lower classes. To 
begin teaching this subject by making the class learn such definitions as: "Grammar 
is a science and an art, etc.," or that Etymology treats of so and so, Syntax treats 
of such and such and Prosody treats of something else, is, to say the least, rather 
trying on young brains and is certainly a wrong way of introducing the subject. 
Again, not having space enough at my disposal at present to go into this rather 
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inviting question, T would refer teachers, and particularly young teachers, to "First 
I^essons in Grammar," page 75 of the book on school-nmiiagement by A. T. Flux; 
this hiding tht" book mostly tised in our schools, 

IMDUSTRIAL EDUCATION GRANT. 
What i^ being done with the Catholic share of the amount voted under this 
heading will be found in the report of the School of Industry, Mount Cashel. That 
such gratifying results could be achieved here in such a short time pro%"es to mc 
al; least that something could be done on somewhat similar lines, but, of course, on 
a much smaller scale in some of our outports. I refer particularly to weaving. If 
a school in St, John's provided with a loom and a competent teacher can make i 
success of this branch why could not a school in an outport provided with like 
facilities make a success of it too? In travelling on the West Coast I have often 
noticed that a very large number of the boys and girls attending school are clothed 
in "home spun/* which has been manufactured by their industrious mothers or 
some member of the home circle. This means quite a little saving to the people^ 
and if such can be done in the Western parts of the Island, why then I presume 
there is nothing^ to hinder the same being done in the Eastern parts, given of course 
somewhat like conditions. In many of the Eastern parts of the Island flocks of 
sheep are seen, and while one often meets with evidence of home industry in th^ 
shape of knitted goods, yet one never sees any examples of home-made cloth. This 
may be accounted for by the fact that these people have never been taught to 
weave. It is not because a loom is so expensive, for nearly everyone who can 
afford a spinning-wheel can afford a loom. T propose then that a beginning: 
be made to teach weaving in some of our schools. Arrangements I think could be 
madf with Father Veiteh of Conception Harbor to have a couple of teachers train- 
ed in the use of the loom at his Industrial School. Then these teachers could after- 
wards be sent to suitable localities, looms could be provided for them, and thus an 
experiment well worth a trial could be made, 

mAP OF NEWFOUMDLAND. 
I wish again to draw" attention to the fact that there is urgent need for a new 
supply of Maps of Newfoundland, The last supply has been completely exhausted 
and in some of our schools there is no map of our country. This is not as it should 
be as one of the very first requisites of a school should be a map of Newfound- 
laud, Let love of country be instilled into the minds of the young, let them be 
taught to take a pride in the land of their birth, let them be imbued with a right 
and proper spirit of patriotism. 



ARBOR DAY, 
It shall be the duty of every teacher of a public school : — 

(;■) To set apart, with the approval of the Board, the last Thurs- 
day of May, or the first Thursday of June in each year, or, if unsuit- 
able, any suitable day before or afterwards, to be observed as an "Arbor 
Day" hy the school, far improving or beautifying the school grounds, 
by planting trees, shrubs, flowers, etc. A particular account of the 
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day's proceediitga shall be forwarded to the Superinteiident. and wher^a 
duly observed, credit shall he giveti to the pupils for attendance as on 
ordinary teaching day. 



EMPIRE DAY. 

''In this Colony, in each and every year, the tw en ty- fourth of May, not bemg- 
Sunday, shall be a public and bank holiday and shall he kept and observed as such 
under the name of Empire Day. 

"When the twenty-fourth of May is a Sunday, the twenty-fifth of May shall 
be, in lieu thereof, in this Colony a public and bank holiday and shall be kept and 
observed as such under the sanie name." 



ROMAN CATHOLIC COLLEGE (ST. BONAVENTURE'S). 
The following extracts taken from the President's report give a most inter- 
esting review of the highly gratifying achievements of this well -known educational 
institution for the past year. New pupils are continually seeking admittance! and 
a new record for attendance is established year after year. The ever- increasing- 
numbers tax to the utmost the already crowded class-rooms. More room is ur- 
gently needed, and an addition to the present building has now become an absolute 
necessity. An assembly hall, a laboratory, and extra class-rooms, arc amongst the 
most pressing of the College's needs. It is a duty which the Catholic people of this 
Colony owe to themselves, that the excellent work of the Rev. President and his 
able, devoted and zealous staff of assistants, should not be hampered for want of 
room, and I feel assured that, if the people were asked to help on the good work 
ot the Brothers, the call would be amply responded to: — 

"No detailed report of the past years work is necessar>' ^^^ yon 
who follow so closely all College matters. There has been no marked 
alteration in any department. The staff has remained unchanged and 
no effort has been spared to make the education imparted, as thorough 
and as far reaching as possible. 

"The moral training of our pupils claims our chief attention. 
Strength of character is more necessary than power of intellect. Great 
learning is not necessary for every walk of life, good moral standing 
can never be dispensed with. The College never holds up as its ideal 
student the young man who excels in mere secular studies, unless his 
general conduct is satisfactory. We are delighted of cotirse to have — 
and we are pleased to say we have at present— some pupils of first rate 
ability, but we are all the more careful of their rehgious training* The 
more advanced secular knowledge becomes, in the case of the individ- 
ual or of the state, the greater need of the directing influence of reli- 
gion. We hope everj'- one of our pupils will leave us with that love of 
virtue and that stamp of true manhood which every sound system of 
education should impart. 

"A brief reference to examination results may he of interest : — 
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Rhodes Scholarship 
**The first public examinalioa for the year was held in Januar>^ for 
candidates for the Rhodes Scholarship, John Penny was successful in 
this exam in at ion. though his preparation in Greek extended over but a 
few months. A. White entered a second lime for the competition. 
Both these young men sent in their credentials to the Committee of 
Selection— credentials that were of a very high order indeed and show- 
ed that these competitors possessed, in a very marked degree, a com- 
hinaiton of those qualities sought after hy Air. Rhodes, the founder of 
the Scholarships. Neither, however, reached the Committee's ideal and 
H. Bond of the Methodist College was awarded this splendid pri^e. 
Wc congratulate him and wish him a ^ood career at Oxford. In this 
connection we may mention that Sydney Herbert has done a good 
year's work at Oxford and passed all his examinations with credit. 
He spent the summer vacation in derm any, and gave most of his 
time to the studv of German,

"In the Associate Grade six of our students passed: J. Fitzgerald, 
D. Flynn, L. English, J, McGrath, E. Chafe and J. Mackey, Thus the 
College claims about one-third of thte whole i>asH list Five of the six 
are in the first division. The marks indicate most thorough work. 

"The general work of the Intermediate class was most satisfactory. 
Eighteen students passed the examination, fifteen of these being placed 
in the first division. T. Lamb secured first place and prize in Men- 
suration. J, Carter took second place in English Composition, T, 
Burke second in Geometr}- and F. Summers second in Geometrical 
Drawing. J. Fox came third in French and P. Cashin third in Draw- 
ing, 

"'One-third of the total distinctions given for English Composition^ 
French, Geometry and Shorthand fell to our boys. 

'Tn the Preliminary Grade, Scholarships were won hy John 
Higgins and Leo Carter Some others came very near the Scholar- ' 
ship standard. J. Hiff^bis won the prize for Greek. Eidl marks in 
Geometrical Drawing were gnined by L. Edens, A. Cleary» R. Murphy, 
G. Byrne, L. Sharpe and W, Sutherby, Two-thirds of the total number 
of distinctions in Geometrical Drawing, nearly half of those for French 
and Geometry go to the credit of this class^ Thirty-five passed in this 
Grade* two being in the Honours and seventeen in the first division. 
Seventy distinctions were won by the class. 
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"None of our pupils; entereil for the Coimcfrs Primary Grade. We 
are not anxious to enter boy,'^ muleriwelve years nf age for the public 
fxn.mi nations. Besidef; we feel that our own proffraitime is at least 
cfiually suitable and gives us more freedom. 

"The Junior daase<!i are carefully attended to hy some of our most 
experienced teachers. The aim is to have every department well taught. 

"From these brief remarks it is clear that our examination results 
for 1905 are satisfactory. The work of the whole College was never 
seen to better advantage, li is not the brilliant work of one class or 
one year that is to be considered, so much as the good work of a whole 
school t*7rry year. It requires far better organisation, far more laliour 
and far more devotion to duty to bring a whole school to a high stand- 
ard than to bring a few students to the top. We prize indeed the briU 
bant records of individuals, and do our best to secure them, but we 
are no less careful to advance the average boy. No pupil, we trust, will 
ever leave ns with the complaint that his want of talent made him less 
acceptable than his more intelligent compauitjn. The College has tiot 
confined its literary work to the requirements of the public examina- 
tions. Prize compositions, Debates, the College Magazine* the Library, 
have all been useful educational factors. The medals for English Cam- 
position offered to the four highest classes were won by U English, A, 
Keating, R, Murphy and F. Keating. J. Higgins won the pri^e offered 
for the best debater in the Junior division. D. Flynn was awarded 
the gold medal for the Seniors* prize debate. 

*'Ever>' section of the College gets the advantage of Mr, Hutton's 
training in Singing and Elocution, Mr. Hutton is as earnest and en- 
thusiastic as he is efficient in managing these classes. Several pupils 
are studying the piano under Mr. Flynn' s able direction. He likewise 
gives lessons in the organ to all the pupil teachers, Mn Ryall gives 
careful attention to those studying the violin. 

'"A reaFionable amount of attention is given to physical training. 
The College now furnishes a company to the Cadet Corps, and drill 
is conducted regularly Iwfi or three times a week in the College grounds. 
By special arrangement the Company is not asked to turn out for night 
drill, thus there is no interference with studies. When fully equipped 
the Company will join the main body for some of the general parades 
vi/ he never this can l>e done without detriment to the more essential 
work of the College. 

*The College sports the past year were successful especially when 
we consider that all the immediate preparation must be crowded into 
the few days that intervene between the conclusion of the public ex- 
aminations and the beginning of vacation. 

"tn the Inter- Collegiate contests the College Ijoys made a good 
showi. At hockey and cricket manly play was exhibited and each match 
was stubt>ornlv contested. At fnoiball the team won the championship. 
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"We tliank most sincerely those gentlemen who have contributed 
prizes ; Dr. Keegan. by hh gift of a valuable microscope caused the 
boys of the fth standard to lake a great interest in Natu.e study. No 
subject could have been studied more CTithusiastically. We also thank 
him for a valuable gold medal offered to encourage the study of the 
same subject, the coming year. 

"Dr. Scully's gold medal gave rise to keen competition amongst the 
students of the Chemistry class, 

"Dr. Freebairn, Dr. Gill, Rev. Br. Ryan and Mr. V. P. Burke have 
generously given valuable gold medals which have beeti awrded for the 
best lit«rary work in the higher classes. 

"I thank you, the parents of our pupils, for your hearty co-opera- 
tion. The home and the school must work hand in hand or the child's 
interest suffers. Your aims and otirs in this matter are identical. With 
you as with us the proper training of your children is a most import- 
ant duty. To some extent the teacher's influence follows the puptl home 
but it cannot replace that of the father or mother. The work done in 
the school -room is not enough, and this is especially true for the senior 
stti dents. The successful student invariably does a fair amount of 
study at home. The wfse parent sees that definite time is set aside for 
such work, and guards on the one hand against over study and on the 
other against idleness. The gain inknowledge is not he only advantage 
derived from a diligent preparation of home work. Bad habits take 
root during the idle hours. For many reasons, a moderate amount of 
study, systematically done, and always in keeping with the age and 
health of the student meets with general approval. I do not touch upon 
this subject from any special necessity just now, but simply because 
this is the one occasion of the year when an opportunity occurs of 
speaking to all the parents. 

"During the past few months cjuite a large number of the senior 
pupils brought their school -days to a close. It would take too long 
to refer to each. We wish all success. Not a few hold positions in 
which they can do much good. This is espeetally true of the young 
teachers who are beginning the practice of their profession. We did 
our very best to prepare them for their work. In a short time the 
pupil teacher is called on to lay aside a fair share of knowledge, and 
to acquire what is even more important, as it is also moT<- difficult, the 
art of imparting that knowledge to others. 

*'From the ecclesiastical colleges of Rome and Ireland good reports 
have reached us of our ex -pupils^ work. 

**ln all the 'old boys' whether far or uear^ whether of the sixties 
or of yesterday^ tlie College takes a deep interest. 

"The outlook for the College is bright. The attendance is steadily 
on the increase^ Up to date 33^ names appear on the register for 1905. 
The average attendance for the past %veek wui> 360 h 
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*'At present there are 46 students in residence, a number that has 
not been reached for the past ten or twelve years, 

"A few hgfures to show how the student roll ha> increased since the 
year 1889 may he of interest. Let us take every fourth year: For 
1889, 91 names appear on the College register; 18^3. 160; i8g7. i8j; 
1901,248; 19OS, 3J0. 

"Bvit our very [iro^ress lias hccome an impediment. With the pre- 
sent accommodation, the work of the College can no longer be effi- 
ciently done. Every department is crowded, classification is interfered 
with, inconvenience is experienced in many ways. And this is true 
as regards the class-rooms and the residential quarter alike." * 



CHRISTIAN BROTHERS^ SCHOOOS. 
(St. PatricK's and Holy Cross.). 
The following report of the Brother Superior to the Chairman of Schools of 
the Benevolent Irish Society on its hundretli anniversary meeting shows that thesv? 
schools arc still maintaining- their g^^nid record of efficiency and excellence. The 
O'Donnel Memorial Hall, a building erected to commemorate the centenial year 
ot the Society is now nearing complctton, and will shortly be opened. It will ac- 
commodate over two hundred boys, and will cost nearly twenty thousand dollars. 
Thus in its usual noble and characteristic way does this venerable and praise- 
worthy Society enter on its second centiiry of existence.

I very gladly avail of the opportunity which my school note gives 
me of asking you to place before the Society the heartiest congratula- 
tions of all the Brothers on its completing its hundredth year. 

For many Reasons do we rejoice with you on this occasion. 

Whether we view the Society's glorious past with its long chain of 
a century's noble deeds, a healthy and vigorous present, or a bright and 
promising future, there is indeed great room for jubilation.

The noise of hammers, trowels and Haws remind^t ns 
that the new schools are nearly linished» and finished welL We are de- 
lighted with them and will he more so when we see two hundred busy 
tots take their places within the walls of the 0*Donnel Hall. 1 am 
glad 1 had a little connection with this building, as well as with the 
Memorial Volume, for lonff after the smoke of the centennial cele- 
brations will have passed away, these will remain as the permanent and 
practical fruits of the occasion. 

In conclusion 1 hope and pray that the new century which is just 
dawning may if possible he even more glorious for the Benevolent 
Trish Society than the ope which is coming^ to a close.

MOUNT CASHEL SCHOOL OF INDUSTY. 

Except the necessary perfecting of the variouij, departments little change has 
taken place in this institution during the year. The various trades and industries 
are being^ steadily continued and the hoys engajjed in them gradually attainitijt^ 
greater perfection. The most apparent feature in this connection is that as soon d.^ 
a boy attains any facility in any branch his friends withdraw him arid he is lost 
to the institution. This though a little annoying at times, is of course as it shoidd 
le, for no boy ought be \\i such an institution who can support himself. Yet not- 
withstanding this continual departure {>f the most intelligent the wants and neces- 
sities of each are being cotitlnually supplied by their own hands* The shoes and 
boots, the hosiery of different kinds, the various articles of clothing, the bread and 
vegetables — all are the productions of the industries of the boys and necessarily in- 
volve a large anKntnt of very practical training. 

In the forenoon four hours are devoted to the usual school studies and thti 
satisfactory state of the different classes gives tibundant proof of the assiduity of 
both hoys and teachers, A splendid school- room (50 x 25 ft.) gives ample space 
for ventilation and class work. This school is well supplied with blackboards, wall 
maps and charts illustrative of the subjects laitj^it. Even here the industrial id«*a 
i^i kept before the minds of the children for many of these charts show mo.^t lucid''}^ 
the several stages and processes hy which the different articles are made* Pictures 
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are doubtless most useful in illustrating lessons, but pictures bear no comparison in 
the specimens contained in these charts. Here is the seed of the flax for instance, 
there a dried specimen of the real plant, and afterwards its various stages of manu- 
facture till the tread and real linen articles are produced. So with wool, cotton, 
jute, etc., and many kinds of grain and other foodstuffs. Needless to point out the 
beneficial and educative effect produced on the minds of children by such an ex- 
cellent system. Nothing at Mount Cashel so impresses a visitor as the work car- 
ried on by the boys in their farming operations. In a Colony like this, where the 
art of farming^ is practically unknown, where the most primitive methods are still 
in use. where millions of acres await the advent of the plough-share, the object 
lesson given to neighbours and visitors in the spreading meadows around the insti- 
tution, is l>eyond all price. Extensive fields have been cleared* swampy wastes have 
beeti drained and miles of roadway constructed from the stones acetimulated in the 
clearing. Wheat, oats, barley, potatoes, turnips and cabbages, are here grown, cul- 
tivated and harvested under the diligent management of the community. Not only 
are the boys trained in all this industry of farmin^^ but the whole neighbourhood, 
indeed the whole Colony, is shown what may be done in the cultivation of the land. 
During the past thirty years the Christian Brothers have done much for Education, 
in its various departments. Primary, Intermediate and University, but in no w.iv 
have they done more for the betterment and dcvelopmetit of the Colony than in 
their Model Farm at Mount Cashel and in the training of their boys to be garden- 
ers and farmers, 

As mentioned above the school work occupies four hours daily thoughout the 
year, the indoor industries are chiefly conrined to the afternoons of the inclement 
months and the farm work to the brief summer season. 



ST. BRIDE'S ACADEMY. UTTLEDALE. 
To all who are interested in Education as well as to the public in general it 
seems hardly necessary to call attention to the excellent progress of this institution 
or to its brilliant results during the past year. Not only the citizens of St. John's 
hut the Catholic people throughout the Island realize the advantages accruing from 
a course of study under the gifted teachers on the stall of this Academy. 

The large and distinguished audience who attended the closing exercises in 
July last was most favorably impressed with the capabilities of the pupils. Tnstrn- 
mental Music (pianoforte and violin). Singing and K locution were of a high ord^r 
of merit and the variety of Fancy Needlew^ork displayed showed remarkable taste 
and skill 

The Examinations of the Council of Higher Education in June last showed 
the following successes for Littledale: One Associate of Arts Diploma togetht.T 
with second place in Modern History. First place amongst the girls' schools of 
the Island in the Intermediate Grade and two out of the six Scholarships in that 
Grade, the prize In English Literature, and twenty- three distinctions distributed 
among the following subjects: English Literature, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry. 
English History, Shorthand, Needlework, Hygiene. Penmanship and School Man- 
agement. 
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Thus may be seen that a happy combination of talent leads to n success wbicb 
every well wisher of Littlednlc flesfrus may bt^ <^vcy coiitiniioiis. 

BOARD OF EXAMINERS, 

This Board is every year becoming a more important factor in our educational 
system. It makes nilcs and regulations for the qualification of teachers and pupil 
teachers, awards grades and thus holds the key as it were to the teaching profes- 
sion. Forty 'five candidates qualitled for grades during the year ended 31st De- 
cember, 1905; twenty for Grade L < including; those with literary quaifications 
solely), twelve for Grade I!., and thirteen for Grade IIL 

COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION. 
Pupils from ^4 .^^cbools wilhin my superintendence obtained passes in th:: 
Councirs Exammations of iQDS. Tlie passes, distinctions, prizes and scholarships 
won are given in Appendix. B, 1 bud that the introduction of the Councirs Ex- 
aminations in many of our outports where emulation and encourag:emcnt have 
hitherto been lacking, has done much to stir up a spirit of emulation and awaken 
an educational interest in these localities; and in such places the entering af 
candidate?! for these Examinations has been very beneficial- In 1894, the 
first year of the Council's Examinations, there were m cenire:< and 923 entries, 59 
of which were for the Senior Grade and 864 for the Junior. Tn 1905 there were 
78 centres and UQSQ entries, of which 37 were for the A. A., ^^g for the Interme- 
diate, 711 for Preliminary, and 872 for the Primary. 



RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Four qualified candi dales came before the Committee of Selection for igoS» 
viz.: Messrs. A. S. White, J^ Peimy (St. Bonaventuro's College), J. A. Winter 
(Bishop Feild College) and H. Bond (Methodist College. The fortunate candidate 
was Mr. Bond who is to be congratulated on having been awarded such a hand- 
some and valuable \yrlte. Excellent reports have been received from him and Mr. 
Herbert, the Newfoundland Rhodes Scholars, since they have taken up resi- 
dence wnthin the classic halls of the renowned University of Oxford, and no doubt 
both will do credit to their old schools and to their native land. 

The Committee of Selection for igo6 are: His Excellency Sir William Mac- 
Grcgor. M.D.* IC.C.M.G., CJ^^. Governor of Newfoundland, Hon. Sir William Hor- 
woodn Chief Justice, Hon, Mr. Justice Emerson, Rev. Canon Pilot D.D., I.S.O., 
Rev. L. Curtis. M,A., D,D.. Rev. G. H. Bolt. M.A., Rev. H, P. Cowperthwaite, 
M.A..

In the Junior room i?i pupils were pres- 
ent out of 172 on the register. Children are classified in the First and Second Stan- 
dards. The teachers aim at making the school and its work attractive to the little 
ones and judging by results their efforts meet with success, ^[usic, singing ami 
eai^y calisthenics exercises are very pleasing features. The room is overcrowded 
and in the intereist of both teachers and pupils it w^ould be preferable to have the 
children about equally divided between two rooms under their respective teachers. 

Room II. — Thirty-eight, the full number enrolled were present. There was a 
class of 30 iu Third Standard and a class of eight in Standard II.

Read- 
ing on the wlK»h' deserves special mention. 

Room VI . — Overcrowded. Registered ^g, present 28, Eighteen were m Sixth 
Standard and 10 were in Fifth. Highest class made an excellent examination it 
an Intermediate Standard in the following subjects, viz.: Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Geography. English Literature and Composition, History, Writing, Drawing aiv^ 
Reading. The clas^ reading in Fifth Book also made a very creditable showing i:^ 
the above mentioned subjects in paper* of a Preliminary Grade Standard. As meu- 
lioned in former reports needlework receives particular attention in the various 
rooms, is a popular subject with the pupih and merits a special word of praise.

The total number of attendances was 114,424, an increase of 2,768 on previous year. 
There are five class- rootns and thirteen teachers are employed. 
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Junior Room. — Two bund red were on the roll and 157 were present. These 
were being carefully mstmcted in First and Second Standards. Singing, easy drill 
(to music), etCp make the little ones happy and life at school attractive. 

Room II. — Registered 71. present 64. There were two divisions in Standard II. 
and one class in Standard III. 

Room IIL — The 2'; present had worked as far as Short Division and were be- 
ing taught the usual Third Standard Subjects. Registered 36. 

Room II \ — Present 52, full number enrolled. These gave evidence of thor- 
nugh and skilful training in subjects of Standard IV. 

Room l\ — On the roll 52, present 51. The general spirit and discipline of the 
ruom were very healthy and examination rc'iults in Fifth and Sixth Standards were 
highly satisfactory. The majority of the pupils were well up to requirements of 
the Intermediate and Preliminary Grades of the Council of Higher Education. The 
fine arts are cultivated with not a little success. There was an admirable exhibition 
of plain and fancy needlework, paintings (oil and water color), sketches and draw- 
ings. 

St. Vincent dc Fa tit's School, Han'cy Road. — Total number on roll 195, present 
166. In the Boys Department 78 were registered and 68 were present. These were 
m charge of a certificated teacher of Second Grade and w*ere being carefully in- 
structed in Standards L and 11, One hundred and seventeen were registered in the 
Girls Department and gfi were present. Work covered Standards L to IV. Three 
teachers are employed, one of whom holds a First Grade Certificate and one a Sec- 
ond Grade. During the year a wooden partition was erected across the centre of 
the upper room dividing it into two rooms, a decided improvement on the old ar- 
rangement, lavatories have been built and some much needed improvements have 
been effected. This is a very useful school and it deserves every encouragement, 

SL Michael's Convent {Bchcdere Orphanage). — Too much praise cannot be 
giv^en to the zealous sisters who devote their lives and talents to the training and 
uplifting of those orphan girls who here lind a home. The institution cared for 100 
children during the year closed. Besides receiving a good elementary education 
they arc trained in domestic work, knitting, mending, sewing and other branches 
vvlifch will be of service to them in after life. 

St. Josefik's, IVaterford Bridge. — Ever increasing in usefulness. It serves a dual 
purpose; (i) gives the children living in the locality excellent educational advan- 
tages; (2) serves as a model and practising school in which the pupil teachers m 
residence at St. Bride's Academy are trained in the art and science of teaching. 
Taught by a Sister of Mercy holding a Certificate of First Grade. Number enroll- 
<?d during year 95, an increase of 10 on previous year. 

Mundy's Pond. — Enrolled 45, present 24. Miss Doyle's work is very encou- 
raging. The school- room is most unsuitable. T made a special report on this mat^ 
ter to His Grace the Archbishop, Chairman of the Catholic Board of Education 
for St. John's. His Grace received me very graciously and kindly and promised to 
t^^kc immediate steps to have a suitable school-house erected. .A^lready a beautiful 
up-to-date building planned by His Grace is nearly completed and when finishedj it 
will no doubt be a model of what a school -house should be as well as a credit to 
the District. 
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BaUyhally. — Work \tTy elementa^3^ Only ten were present on day of examin- 
ation. Thirty-one were on the rolL 

Logy Bay/ — Miss Goss resigned in September last and Miss Katie Power was 
appointed in her place. Twenty-four were present These were doing fairly in 
first four Standards,

niture poor, ventilation poor. 

Quidi Vidi.—Mhs Agnes Doyle (Grade L) conducts this school in an excellent 
manner.

Nagle's Hiii. — Miss Cowper resigned at the end of the school year and since 
then school has been closed. It is very questionable if the average attendance 
warrants the expenditure in keeping this school in operation. 

freshivatcr Road. — In charge of a Certificated teacher of Third Grade, En- 
rolled during year 20. Standards I. to IV. 

Cove Road. — Taught by Miss Mary J. O'Brien, (Grade i.) an eificictit teacher, 
doing efficient work.

St. Michael's Superior School. — Total enrolment for year 152. The teacher of 
the Junior room, Mr. Jas. Lacey, took charge of the Flat Rock S school in Septem- 
ber and Mr. Jas. McDonnel was engaged to take his place. Mr. M.J.Power is slill 
in charge of the Senior room. The work of the former room comprises Standards 
I. and IL, that of the latter Standards IL to VI. There is an organ in the school 
and the singing class under the direction of the senior teacher rendered some preth 
selections at the close of the examination and before dismissal all joined in sing- 
ing the national anthem. No outport school within my superintendence is more 
fully supplied with maps, charts, blackboards and general school requisites. 

Torbay Convent SchooL — Total enrolment for the year 125. Registered SS- 
present 70, Composition and Geography good. Reading excellent, especially that 
of Third and Fourth Standards. Singing and needlework (plain and fancy) are 
taught in the school. One pupil obtained a Primary Certificate in recent C.H K 
exatns. 

Fiatrock. — Mr. P. J. Goss — one of our best tea chcrs^re signed in September 
last owing to ill health. While teacher here he did his work thoroly and whatever 
walk of life he may follow in future, may he meet with the success he deserves. 
Mr. Jas. Lacey, late assistant of the Torbay Superior School, was in charge hut a 
few wrecks before my visit. He has commenced well and will no doubt give a good 
account of himself. One pupil obtained a First Division in Preliminary Grade ex- 
amination of Tgo5. 

Outer Co^fT.^Registered 43^ present 24. Children nominally classified in Stan- 
''^rds I. to IV. Results mediocre. 
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Pouch Coz'c. — Miss Moulton resigfiied in July last and Miss Bride Burke

cation. Registered 52^ present 44. The teacher has made a very promising be- 
ginning. 

A new school-hall, an ornament to the settlement, built on modern lines has 
recently been completed.

Ship Cove has nineteen children between iive and fifteen years of age and 
Angles Cove has about the same number. In neither of these places is there a 
school. The people of former settlement arc building a new school chape! 25 feet 
by 15 feet, and deserve encouragement.

An assistant has recently been supplied. 

Preshzvater. — Miss Petronella Connors (Grade III.) opened the school in Oct., 
1004* She is a live, progressive teacher, and is doing a good work. The people 
under the direction of the Rt. Rev. Monsignor Reardon, built the school-house, 
painted it, and furnished it. They are a deserving people and take a deep and live- 
ly interest in the education of their children. 

The school at Great Barachoix is in about the same condftion as it was last 
year. There is a good school building tho. and the Hon. E. R. Bow ring and Mr, 
W. C, Job, bmh of St. John's, merit the gratitude of the people for the kindly 
interest and substantial assistance they have rendered in helping the building finan- 
cially ami otherwise. His Grace the Archbishop has thoughtfully promised new 
desks. These w^ill be a great boon as they are badly needed. 

It gives me much pleasure to report that a school was opened at Little Bara- 
choix in May last. Altho but a short time in operation much progress has been 
made. The Writing was surprisingly good for children doing such elementary 
work. 

This District is now well supplied with schools and is an example of what can 
be done when Chairman and people work hand in hand and are in earnest about 
having educational facilities provided for the children.

Under the guidance of the 
Rev. Chairman who takes an active interest in the educational affairs of his parish, 
the people are beginning to take this matter in hands and in the near future T ex- 
pect to be able Co report a new building in course of erection.

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the regfister and forty-nine came for examination. These were classified in Stan- 
dards I. to IV. The teacher Is an energetic yonng lady and is faithfully dificharg^- 
mg her duties. Vocal music is taught and the examination concluded with thf. 
singing of 'Home Sweet Home" by the pupils. 

Red Island. — Mr, Joy resigned in July and the school was not re-opened till 
October, when Miss Mary Brothers took charge. I visited the place in September. 
A new school -house is to be commenced shortly. 

Sfii/f //(ir&or— School -house has been repaired and painted. The teacher made 
a collection for the purpose of getting paint. Having obtained it. the men being 
busy at the fishery » she got the children to do the painting under her supervision. 
Her en erg}' atrd zeal are to be commended. 

Long Harbor shows considerable improvement, and at Ram's Island (lona) 
Mis^s Houlihan is also doing well, but the school at Crawley's Island is in a de- 
cidedly backward condition. Miss Mary Sullivan, (Grade IIL) late teacher at 
Ship Harbor, has not long since heen transferred to Mussel Harbor to fill the va- 
carcy caused by Miss Whelan*^ leaving. 

Thanks to the Rev. Chairman an educational interest h being awakened in this 
DistriL't, and in some places not a litlle educational enthusiasm has been aroused. 
This will no doubt lead to very happy results.

Paradise. — Miss Ready having accepted the school at Gaskers, there was no 
teacher here for nearly tvvo months when the Board succeeded in obtaining the 
services of Miss Keating. She is at present in charge. 

LiUle Paradise. — Half-yearly school. 1 should wi^h to see a yearly school it 
funds of Board would permit. That the teacher has no grade is to be regretted ai 
she is a very energetic young iady. Registered 2S, present 23. 

Merashcu-ti. — Miss Essie La.nnon resigned in July and owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining teachers the school remained closed until October, when Miss Brennan 
was transferred from S. E, Bight to fill the vacancy. 

Clafike //or?? or.— Possibly the Board may find itself in a position to put a 
yearly sichool here now that its grant is increased. There were 22 registered and 
21 present, 

^V. A'yran'j,— The pupik are under good control, are respectful to their teacher 
and do their work carefully and welb Taught by Miss A. F. Sullivan Grade HJ. 
Registered 41, present 39. The teacher proved herself a heroine some short tinnc 
ago. One of her pupils fell throiigh the ice and was in the direst peril. She went to 
his re^icue at great personal risk and with mnst commendable presence of mind 
mid self-control succeeded in saving the child's life. Her brave action deserves 
recognition. 
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At Prcsquc there is a halt-yt^irly school operated with poor results. The school 
a» S. E. Bight J while but a few months in operation under its present teacher, Miss 
Annie Brennan. (Grade lit.) is doing verj^ elementary work in a most encourag- 
ing way. 

Pctii forte.— A very unsatisfactory school in charge of an uncertificated teach- 
er. A change is desirable. Fourteen were regristered and 13 were present. A year- 
ly school is needed. There are nearly 30 children within walkhig distance of the 
school, and in addition, something over JO at a place in the same harbor known as 
*'The Bottom;' 1 am informed that the Rev. Chairman contcmptates locating^ the 
school in another part of the harbor, with a view to accomodating a larger number 
of children, and 1 have no doubt but that the Board will try its best to keep a 
yearly school here as soon as possible. 

The children of Bona received their first experience of school life the past year 
when a school was opened b\^ the Board. It was much appreciated by the people. 

The Rev. Chairman promises a teacher to Southern Harbor provided the peo- 
ple assist in building a school -house, and he also informs me that the school at St. 
Anne's will be re-opened in May next. 

Miss Leonard resigned Barron Island school in October. Thirty-three child- 
ren were enrolled during the year classified in Standards L to V. 

Twenty-one children were in attendance at Indian Harbor in charge of Miss 
C. Abbott (Grade IIL). She has since been transferred to Barron Island to lill 
the vacaticy caused by the late teach er*s resignation. 

Schools were in operation for parts of the year at Brewley, Civilly*s Cove, Isle 
Valen and Sound Island. All were in charge of ungraded teachers. Statistics of 
the first three will be found in Table C. 



DISTRICT OF BURIN,

Burin Cottienf School. — The zealous Sisters who conduct this school so ably 
and with such marked success possess rare teaching abilities. In my inspectorial 
visitation I have met no brighter, more intelligent or better taught children than 
those who came forward for examination in the Burin Convent School. Four 
pupils secured passes in the Intermediate Grade of the Council of Higher Educa^ 
lion the past year, three being placed in the First Division, and fotir obtained pass- 
CLV in the Preliminary Grade. The prizes in Art (Section D*) in both grades were 
also won by pupils of this school. 

Burin (Boys).— The advanced class (5) showed an intelligent grasp of Arith- 
metic, up to and including Compound Interest, Present Worth, Discount, etc., and 
were up to requirements in the Grammar of Sixth Standard. Mr. Parsons is one 
of our most faithful and most experienced teachers. His work is always satisfac- 
tory* Registered 33, present 30. 

Marystown Superior. — The Principal, Mr. V, J. Par son Sh is assiduous in the 
discharge of his duties and his pupils are rapidly advancing. There is a note of 
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thoroness ^hom his work. An assistant, Miss Ellen MoDney, (Grade III.) was em- 
ployed in May last. An addition to the school has recently been built. This rooni 
is brightt lightsome and airy and will, 1 understand, be used for the senior classes. 
A very fine globe and new desks have also been supplied. 

St. Joseph's. — Present 32 ^ the full number enrolled. School had been closed for 
about two years and was re-opened by Miss Lucy Howlett (Grade IIL) but a few 
weeks before my visit. None of the children were beyond Short Division. 

Rushoort» Lrittle Harbor and C orb in are in need of teachers, and the Chairman, 
altho anxious to get them has not yet succeeded in his quest. The supply of teach- 
ers is not at present equal to the demand, 

Odcrm. — Registered 47, present j?. The teacher is industrious and her school 
is up to a good average. The building wants repairs, and desks and maps arc 
urgently needed. 

The people are building a school -house at Spanish Room» and at Little Bay 
Mrs. Mary J. Power re -opened the school in September last* it having been closed 
for nearly two years. 

The same teacher conducts the school at Fox Cove and 1 wottld sitggest thni 
schools be opened at Salt Pond and Bay de L'eau.

St. Lawrence Convent School. — Writing was excellent and there w.is an im- 
provement generally in the tone of the school. Registered $0, present 2?; the 
small attendance being acounted for by the prevalence of measles in the settlement. 

Si. Liizi' fence Boys' School. — Closed for three weeks on account of an epidemii.- 
of measles. Lacks discipline and show,*^ little prog^ress. The teacher has ability 
and 1 feci assured, in a more congenial atmosphere he would do good work. 

Miss Annie Grant took charge of the Lawn School in September. Her register 
showed 44 names ; 2S boys and tq girls. 

The school at Lamaline Island opened after vacation with Miss Yerronica 
Strong in charge. She stayed there but a short time when she was transferred *n 
Lord's Cove. Miss Mary Greene took her place on the Island and is teaching there 
at present. Measles much hampered the school's work during the half year 
ended Dec. 51 st* 1905, School has also been re-opened at Lnmaline Meadow and 
T trust the attendance will be more remarkable for its regularity in the future than 
it has been in the past. 

Ungraded schools were in operation during parts of the year at Roundabout 
and Little St. Lawrence. Twenty-seven children w^ere in attendance at the former 
placc» but its returns were not received in time for publication in Table C, of this 
Report. Totals however have been included in Table A. No returns were received 
from the latter school

ceives most careful attention and the good Sisters are to be congratulated on the 
attainments and progress of their pupil^i. The Writnig was exceptionally good in 
at I the classes and the proheiLMicy shown by the senior classes in Arithmetic, Al- 
gt^bra (up to and including Quadratics )j Euclid, (Books I. and II.) and English 
Composition was very good. The exhibition of plain and fancy needlework, paint- 
ing and drawing, was highly creditable. Three of the teachers hold First Grade 
Certificates. One Intermediate and three Preliminary Diplomas were won by this 
school in 1905. 

linglish Harbor, iVcsi. — Mr Marshall, a young man who took much interest 
in his work, resigned in July last. Another teacher had not been secured up to 
time of my visit. 

The teacher at Bay du Nord, Miss Lucy Howlett ((Irade III.) resigned m 
January, 1905. Her place has not since been filled. 

I am informed that the teachers at Rencontre and Fox Cove, lK)th of whom 
arc certificated, are giving satisfaction. 

Teachers are required for English Harbor East and the Head of the Bay. A 
good male teacher with a high sense of duty is badly needed for the latter place 
and I would advocate a special allocation from the Grant for Destitute Localities 
to help to pay his salary » and furthermore^ 1 would suggest that the salary be of 
sufficient inducement to tempt a capable man. There are many drawbacks and dis* 
advantages here for a teacher and these should be compensated for, at least in part, 
b> some special pecuniar)^ advantages.

Harbor B/'r/f?/f.— Registered 28, present 24. Tone of school good. Home ex- 
ercises show improvement, Needlework creditable: On Mr. Edward Greene's re- 
siftiiation at midsummer. Miss Dorothy Greene (Grade TL) was employed. Al- 
ready her work may be looked upon as showing evidence of success. 

Millar's Possoge. — Closed from Christmas, 1904, until September^ 1905. There 
were 30 bri^bt little children present seemingly much interested in solving the mi-'s- 
teries of the Three R's. 

The Rev. Chairman contemplates hav^ing a school opened shortly at St- 
Joseph*s Cove, where there are about 20 children. Schools are also needed at Stan- 
ley's Cove (20 children), Sagona (25 children )t and St. John's Bay, (15 children). 
The Parish Priest, w^ho takes a keen interest in the educational welfare of his 
parishioners, informs me that schools will be supplied these places as soon as the 
Hnancial condition of the Board permits. 

The schools at Great Jeryis and Ship Cove are both taught by certificated 
teachers of Third Grade, Twenty-three pupils classified in Standards L to HI. 
attend the former, and thirty pupils schooled in the first four Standards were en- 
rolled in the latter during the past year. These were tiot visited^ 
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Ramca was fortunate in having secured the services of Miss Genevive Penny, 
one of the most brilliant of the Littledale scholars, for the year past. Having ren- 
dered excellent service during her year's engagement she resigned in July last to 
take a course in Arts at the Sacred Heart Academy, Halifax, which is now in affilia- 
tion with Dalhousie University.

Codroy ViUagc. — Taught by Mr. John Fit^patrick, an experienced teacher. Yi\% 
services are appreciated by the people. The attendance is small, only twelve being 
present on the day of examination. 

The school on the North Side of Grand River was re- opened in September by 
Mr. Sears Thompkins with a registration of 24. His prospects of success are very 
promising. 

Miss Gillfs, who resigned the school on the South Side of Grand River in June 
was succeeded in July by Miss Sarah Doyle. The 16 present gave evidence of be- 
ing carefully attended to. 

St, Anne's school at the mouth of Grand River has an enrolment of4i and an 
average attendance of 17^ Miss Genevive Parrel 1 w^as transferred here from the 
Thompkins school at the re-opening after summer vacation. The answering in 
Arithmetic was weak in the upper classes, but the Reading of the lower classes 
was very good. 

Eight children learning to read and write were present when I visited the 
school on the South Side of Little River No good work can be effected in 
this part of Little River wbile present conditions prevail. When the school is 
on the South Side of the River the children of the North Side have to cross in a 
boat or run great risk to life and limb by crossing on the Railroad trestle. WTien 
the school is on the North Side the children of the South Side have to suffer like 
inconveniences The consequences are that the children suffer aj^ t^e parents are 
dissatisfied. A solution of the difficulty would be the Imildi^ afro>!r^e river, and 
] w^ould respectfully urge upon H, M. Government to make an allocation for thi^ 
purpose. The people, who are industrious and imbued with an admirable public 
spirit would, T am told, assist with free labor, and in their interests, in the inter- 
ests of the public generally, and in the interests of so many young children who 
have the right to receive an education from the State, I would urge the Piiblii: 
Works Department to take the matter into consideration and grant an allocation. 

Little River {Thompkins). — All the children in this locality on both sides of 
the River are served by this School, and 45 are now on the register. The condi- 
tions mentioned above would prevail here as well but for the fact that an allocation 
of $400.00 was made by H. M. Government for the building of a bridge, every cent 
of which was used for the purpose named, and the bridge is now in use. Much of 
the timber was given free of cost by the people, who also assisted with free labor.

flat Bay Brook. — Another new school-house, the property of the Parish, has 
l>ecn built here vmdcr His Lordship the Bishop's direction. It is as conveniently 
situated as possible, has a neat appearance and is well suited to the requirements 
<>f the settlement. A young, but certiticated teacher, trained at the Convent School* 
St. George's, is in charge. Her work for a beginner shows promise. H a 
Tndge were built across Flat Bay Brook this school would be convenient for 
many more children. A ferry is always unsatisfactory and the amount spent 'ii 
kfeping it wouhi ttearly pay the interest on a sufbcicnt sum of money to build a 
bridge.

The school had been dismissed but 
a few minutes before my arrival. The building was ceiled last summer. 

Summcrside. — Present 15 out of 19 on the roll. These were doing elementary 
work and were taught by Miss Alice Brown, (Grade HI,). She re -opened the 
i^chool in August last. The school- house has been newly ceiled and painted. 

Wood's /j^flttrf.— Taught by Mrs. Wade (Grade IT.). Had a registration of 
=^ and an average attendance of 42 during summer months. Judging from the 
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answering of those presentt and general tone of the school, matters are progressing 
satisfactorily. 

The school at Middle Arm is now dosed, the teacher having be^ii transferred 
to Benoit's Cove. She did not forward the usual returns. Neglecting to forward 
such returns means the forfeiting of Augmentation Grant to certificated teacher,^. 
The Rev. Chairman reports that the attendance at the latter place is now almost at 
vanishing point, there being no hridge over Clark's Brook.

By reference to the Savings' Bank Pass Book it will be found that the hali- 
yearly contributions of the teachers^ which became legally due and payable out 01 
their augmentation grants on the 30th June and 31st December of the year just 
ended, were not actually deposited to the credit of the Fund for some time after 
the legal date. The last of the teachers' contributions for the half year ended June 
30th, 1905, was not paid into the Savings' Bank until August toth, 1905* and the 
last of the teachers' contributions for the half year ended 31st December, 1905, 
was not deposited until January, 1906; also, the interest due by the Government 
(^S.%7) on January ist, 1905, as per our report made ^larch 6th, 1905, was not 
deposited until October 27th, 1905. 

In order to maintain the integrity of the Fund, as per Education Act, 1903. we 
have made our calculations as if teachers' half-yearly contributions w^ere actually 
deposited on 30th June and 3'st December, 1905, wdien same became legally due. 
and also, as if the $88587 due the Fund on January 1st, 1905, had been deposited 
on that date. 
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The withdrawals frcsio the Fund for the year ended 31st December, 1905, 
amounted to $^,4445.14. The calculations of the interest due by the Governmeut to 
the Fund being somewhat comphcated by these withdrawals we have proeeeded 
a?i in former years and have: 

t. — Allowed the Fund fnll interest as if there had been no with- 
drawals, and 

:2. — Then deducted from total calcidatcd to be due to the Fuud 
at end of the calendar year, not only principal sums with- 
drawn during the year, but also the interest ou each sum 
withdrawn from the date of withdrawal. 

We have examiued vouchers for all withdrawals and find same to be correct, 
fttid we hereby return the same with Savings' Bank Deposit Book. 

We find that the Government owes the Teachers' Peusion Fund for interest 
from Januarv^ ist. 1905, to January ist, igo6, the sum of $1,011.05, payment of which 
we respectfully recommend.

Annual Meeting of Boards 

(S«c. 36, Act 1905). 



"The annual meeting of every Board of Edncatvoii shall In; htld on the first 
Wednesday in July in each year, or as soon as practicatile thereafter,, when, from 
the emeni tiers thereof* a Chairman and, if considered necessary by the Board, a 
Secretary and other officers shall he elected by a majority of those present, the ac- 
counts ^iubniitled and audited, and such other business transacted as may then be 
iH'cessary; and the Chairman of such Board shall, as soon thereafter as possibli'. 
transmit to the proper Super in ten deiU correct returns of al! schools under suci 
lUjard, together with detailed accounts audited, according to the forms in Scheduler 
A. and B. of this Act prescribed: and any Board neglecting to transmit such return 
on or before the tirst day of September in each year shall, on the representation 
of the proper Superintendent, whose duty it shall be to make such representation 
within one month from the said date, not receive further payments until such de- 
faults shall be remedied, unless the Covernor in Council shall otherwise order/' 

SUPERIOR SCHOOLS 
(Sec. 4, Act 1905). 
"The further snm of nine thousand one hundred ninety-four dollars and thir- 
teen cents shall Ix? aimually appropriated for the encouragement of Superior Schools 
and apportioned among the several religious denominations of the Colony, accord- 
ing to population, to be expended by the Governor in Council, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Superintendents of Education, in di1^tricts other than the district of St. 
John's, and in central and populous localities in wdiich there has been provided an 
crigible schools equipped with suitable apparatus^ and in which the scale of fees es- 
tablished by the Board shall not be less than double the fees papable under Section 
forty -six of this Act, subject to deduction mentioned in Section twenty-tw*o of this 
Act : Provided, that should the amount accruing to any denomination under this 
Section be insufficient to pay the sums originally allocated to schools duly qualified 
to participate in this grant, the said schools shall share in the said amount propor- 
tionally.

liavc been duly observed: Provided also, that no school aided by this grant shall

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SUBJECTS TAUGHT. 
In elementary stdijects Arithmetic shows a decrease of 117, Geography an in- 
crease of 75, and Grammar of S^- 1'^ advanced svibjects the number learning Al- 
gebra is 16 in excess of the previotis returns, w^ith Geometry 40 below. Vocal niusic^ 
drill and elocution indicate a substantial increase- proving that my eflforts towards 
the introduction into the schools of those refining intluences are meeting an in- 
creasing measure of success.

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SCHOOL EQUIPMENT* 

In the matter of school equipment I have to report little or no advance, the 
total expenditure under this head tor all the schools under my [supervision being 
only $iiT.57 for the year. In a pr(?vrous report I made some practical suggestions 
which I shall repeat here with the hope th^ I may yet make my voice heard on 
this vital educational matter. 

With the exception of some additional blackboard space, and a few 
maps, there is no further improvement in the equipment of elementary 
schools. Total expenditure under ibis heading for the past year was 
under one hundred dollars. Aids to teaching are now a recognized 
factor in the schools of Europe and .America: andn if in these, surely, 
then, in a country like ours, where the time at school is necesfiarily 
limited, everything possible should be done by those in charge of edu- 
cation to make that short period as full as possible of educational 
facilities for the youth of the country. At present our elementary 
schools have no further equipment than, possibly, one map of the 
world, or of Newfoundland, and about nine square feet of blackboard 
space; sometimes even these essentials are conspicuously absent. T 
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would recommend that out of the prom i at d increased grant, a sum be 
sei aside by the Government for the i^ui table equipment of elementao' 
schools, which ought tu include, as a mmimum, the following: 

1. One set reading charts. 

2. One set writing charts. 
3- One ball fr;tme. 

4, At least twenty feet blackboard :;pace. 
5- One tuao of Newfoundland, 

6. One map of the world. 

7. One set of natural history pictures, with letterpress, 

to he used as models for composition in third and 
fourth standards. 

8. One hook containing a few siinple exercises in physical 

ilrill, and a few school songs. 

9* Ojic timepiece. 

To these could he added, for the larger schools* object lessons, 
cards with specimens attached* illustrating the leaduig iadustries and 
products of the world; also, musie charts, staff and sol-fa notation, so 
that the son of the outport lisherman may ha\e afforded him some 
little ray of opportunity for the development of thu aesthetic, as well as 
the practical side of hts nature. I am not theony.ing when I state that 
such aids to teaching* as i have pointed out, would furnish teachers of 
average ability and assiduity with a sure means of accomplishing twice 
the work possible at present.

The former has been appointed to the charge of Tilton 
llarlKir Superior School, the latter is leaching at Mosquito, Miss Mary Ducy is 
still in training. 

1 huve again to draw the attention of Boards of Ed n cut ion lo the manner in 
tthkh candidates for the training schools are selected. The authorities claim, and 
with excellent reason, that those sent in to l>e trained for teachers should represent 
the ^i*j/ material procurable, whereas, in too many instances, the contrary is the 
experience. A change in the present slipshod methods of selection being impera- 
tive, the Board of Examiners have recently drawn up a set of Regulations raising 
the educational standard of admission to the training schools. Copies of these 
regulations have been sent lo the Boards of Fducation, whose concurrence is ear- 
nestly besought, with a view to secure an in" mediate change for the better. The 
advantages aflforded pupil teachers hy St. Bonaventure's and by St. Bride's Academy 
are ton valuable to be fruitlcis, and the welfare of the children whom these pupil 
teachers are being trained to teach too sacred to he trifled with. Therefore a dc~ 
t^rnirned effort must and shall be made to secure teaching material capable of giving 
more adequate return for the Government Grant allocated for this purpose, 

COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION* 

So closely interwoven is this institution with the educational life of the Colony 
that no report would be complete without .^ome allusion to its work The scope ^f 
I he Council is widening year by year. In 1894 there were 12 centres and 92,1 can- 
flid:.tes. In 1906 there arc 8H centres and 2,428 ctmdidates — an increa??e of 716 per 
cent, in centres of examination and 2C\\ per cent, of candidates* Expenses bai-^c 
also increased, but the Ciovernnient with commendable generosity has intervened 
V' prevent serious financial embarrassment. The Grant is lieing further increased 
at the pre.^ent session by $2,500 mjiking a total ;mnual allocation of $7,500. The 
appended bgures giving the numlier of centres and of candidates from lB04 to tgoHi 
will be of interest:--

1005. In Primary Grade 40 passes were ^secured, in Preliminary .14. and in Inter- 
mediate 17, with 17 distinctions in Preliminary and 19 in Intermediate Ctradc. Th'^ 
l>rixe for Agriculture wns carried off hy King's Cove Superior School; but the 
crowning success of the year was the winning of the Intermediate Otitport Schobr- 
ship by the Presentation Convent, M arbor Grace. To have carried off the palm 
from all the outport schools competinff reflects the highest credit upon the teachinif 
staff of the above institution. Miss Btitillc Tobin. winner of the Scholarshipi is at 
present studying in Littledale. 

FINANCIAL, 

The magnificent increase iu our Hducation Graut ($rx),ooo.oof. voted at the lai.t 
se?5sion of the L,egisl^ture, brings the total amount available for educational pur- 
poses up to $248,823.66. The division of this splendid increase (so creditable to tlif 
Government) and its operation upon the schools and teachers under my ^iuptif 
virion will be dealt with fully iu my Report for Tgo(h For my own part 1 eagerlv 
embrace the present opportunity to return my most sincere thanks for a subs tan ^ 
tial increase in my salary which brings it up to the level of the other Superintend 
ents'.

POOR DISTRICTS GRANT. 

The subjoined account furnished by Hi^ Lordship Dr. Macdonakb Bishop of 
the Diocese, shows disbursements to June 30th, 1905, aggregating $756.04, leaving 
a l>alance of $13-06 overdrawn. A substantial increase was made in the Grant at 
the last session of tbe Legislature, which will enable His Lordship the Bishop to 
carry out his tntention of building the new school at Bvitler's Town, a locality con- 
taining about twenty Catholic children of school age who are without any educa- 
tional facilities. The cost of this new sciiool and its upkeep should. I think, be uwx 
l-artly, if not wholly, from the Poor Districts Grant, as Butlers Tow^n is a dcsfituti'' 
f^hce in the fuJlest acceptation of the term.

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VISITATION AND INSPECTION 



DISTRICT OF HARBOR MAIN. 
Hoiyrood South Side— Thh locality has a splendid new school, well biiili, 
well lighted and well equipped— value aLout $i»6oo. The teacher. Miss Annie M. 
O'Roiirke (Third Grade), had for exammationt 35 pupils out of 35 on the roll, 
ckssihcd to Standard IV. Reading?, Spelling^, defiiiitions of Grammar and Geo- 
graphy of this class averaged 90 per cent. Standard 11 L was a little backward in 
tigures, but otherwise satisfactory. ^Us& O'Rourke's work as a teacher has always 
given me satisfaction, 

Holyrtfod Superior Schooi—]n the Junior Classes, taught by Miss Katie 
Dicks (First Grade), 42 were present out of 49 enrolled. Fifteen in Second 
Standard acquitted themselves quite satisfactorily in Reading, Spelling and Tables 
and worked sums to Long Divi:^ion, First Book pupils were also a very bright 
class. The teacher appeared to be doing her work well. In the Senior Depart- 
ment 4g were registered and 41 present. Classification embraced Standards 111, 
to VL and up to the programme of the Intermediate Grade. My remarks on Mr* 
Dwyer^s work are but a repetition of previous years'. 1 find the same close appli- 
cation to duty, the same continuity of effort, and the same High standard of pro^ 
llciency as usual The success of the school is apparent in the number of teachers 
trained every year, and in the results attained in the C.H.E. Examinations. By 
reference to Table F, it will be seen that in the Exams, of 1905, four passes were 
secured in Primary Grade, four in Preliminary, and three in Intermediate, w^ith 
distinctions in Preliiti. Penmanship, and Intermediate Book-keeping. 

Neivfo-iifii. — Taught by Miss Katie Veitch, Second Grade. Registered 3 J, 
present 24, Some children w^ere kept at home by illnei^s* and a few others had 
recently left Newtown to attend Hoiyrood High School. A class of five in Fanrlh 
Standard acquitted themselves welU especially in Grammar and Geography, whicn 
were considerably alxwc the Standard. Arithmetic was a little weak. Catechism 
excellent, and Writing, in general, progressive. The children went through some 
exercises in drill, and sang two songs and a hjirm very pleasingly indeed. 

Hoiyrood North Ann. — Registered 64, present 50; classified to Standard Y, 
This class (five pupils) made 90 per. cent, in a searching exam, covering defini- 
tions of Grammar, Rules of Syntax, Parsing and Analysis. Arithmetic, includ- 
ing Proportion, Practice and Interest, had very much improved, and a beginning 
had been made in Algebra and British History. In the lower standards excellent 
results were apparent, the whole school reflecting the highest credit on the ability, 
energ>^ and industry of the teacher, Mr. Thomas Dwyer, Second Grade. C.H.E. 
results. 1905. show five passes in Primary Grade for North Arm School 
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Cha^tts C(rtY.— At tht lime of tin* visit the scbool at Cliap^rs Cnve was tern- 
pcfurily 1*1 charge ai Mr Jnhn Hannen, Thifd Grade, the teacher, Mr John 
Kelly, A A, halving Iseen ForcctJ through t thirds to resign his position. School 
wark had hecu intrrnipletl a grn^ deal and Uu!e progress made during the year. 
Pr<?*coi 2S. cart of 4S i>it the roll, cla^sihcd to Fourth Standard. Some weeks 
afUT irn' visit to the school Mr. Kelly passed away to the great heyoud. 

Hatinir Mitin C^'ntv Ml— 111 llie iiif&ut school 55 were registered and 42 pres- 
ent. Twelve pupils were srrit to the Senior Department and nlut to the Boys 
Sclt<>c»l dtmng the year. Of those prc^^ent, 17 were in Standard 1. and rlie halan-v. 
in Prtmer :ind Letters, The cUrldrc'fi rinswercd very welf, Jind sang two or ihre^ 
action sofiks very prcUily imfeerl. Otic song in pariicuUr was quite charming. Ki 
llw* Senior Depaftmet^t classification Included Statiderds IL, 11 L, IV., V, and VT. 
Prescfit 40. out of 47 coroUed. My Notes of Inspection give good average restiUs 
m all chifses. Writing ;in round shows careful s«perv*ision and steady improve- 
fticnt. TUc singing of tJic Govcnior*s Ode brought my examination to a close. 

Harbor Mtfin (/:* t^y 5 K*— Registered 43, present 35, classitied to Fifth Standard. 
The teacher, Mr. Parsley, continues to discharge his duties with credit to himseif 
imtl satisfaction to the Board. Since taking charge of Harhor Main School 1 
?^tca<!y and nuiform improvement is visible in all his classes. In the C. H. E- 
hxains, of 1905 (vide Table F.) Hr. Main School passed six pupils in Pritnarv 
Grade, which earned for Mr. Parsley the prize of $5.00 offered by Capt. John 
Lcwiii. M.H.A., for success in the C.H.E. E>tams. 

ArandaU Superior Sckaai. — The Junior Department* in charge of Mr. John 
Moore, had on the day of my visit, an attendance of jg, out of 73 on the roll, 
classified to Second Standard. The efTect of Mr. Moore's ability and experience 
were quite apparent in the discipline and marked progress visible in his pupils. I 
tnake special note of Arithmetic of Standard II., which was far beyond the re- 
quirements of this Standard. The year s results included a grade of 20 pupils to 
the Senior Department* tauglit by Mr. Patrick Hannen, A.A. Present in this De- 
partment, 25 out of 55 on the roll, classified to Primary Grade, in which two pupils 
passed in 1905 Exams. Reading all round had very much improved, Grammar and 
Geography were satisfactory^ Arithmetic somewhat weak in Fourth Standard, 
Writing improving* and Catechism in all classes excellent, Mr. Hannen's work 
evinces conscientious discharge of duty. 

Cfntcef^ihii }it\ Convent — Present 78. In the Senior Department, includinij 
Standards TIT. to VL and the higher branches required for Intermediate and Pr«5- 
liminarj" Grades of the C.H.E., T was glad to notice the same solid progress as on 
previous visits. The strong points appeared to be Geometry and English Composi - 
tion, A test in the latter subject was most satisfactor>'. Drawing and Exercise 
Books were up to their usual excellence. Tn the Jumor Department* covering 
Standards I. and TI. and Primer, the pupils with some exception were quite up to 
expectations. Some recitations, and school songs* by a large class w^ere pleasant 
features of my examination. In the C.H.E. Exams, of 1905 one pass was secured 
in Preliminary and three others missed by a few marks. 

Conception Htsrhor Superior SchooL—Prtstnt, in Senior Department, 27 out 
of 31 enrolled, classified to Intermediate Grade. 01 the advanced subjects Al- 
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gebra (including Quadratics) and Mensuration had especially improved. In the 
other subjects results indicated a measure of progress creditable both to the teach- 
er, Mr. Matthew Whelan, A.A., and his pupils. Results of the C.H.E. Exams, for 
1905 are one pass in Intermediate First Division and one in Second Division. 
In the Jimior Department, taught by Miss Gertrude Wade (Grade III.), 35 pupils 
were present out of 36 enrolled, mostly very young children just in for the sum- 
mer, to whom the teacher seemed to be giving her best attention. 

Colliers. — ^Taught by Miss Lizzie Kennedy, First Grade. Registred 59, present 
43. Classification included all the Standards from the Alphabet to Preliminary 
Grade program. Sixteen of the higher standard pupils had, with slight exceptions, 
an intimate knowledge of Parsing and Analysis, Geography, Algebra to Equations, 
English History, etc. Arithmetic deserves especial note. The lower classes were 
receiving an excellent elementary training; Catechism all round excellent and 
Writing, with few exceptions, improving. 

Kifchness. — Taught by Miss Margaret Gushue, Second Grade. Registered 48, 
present 26, classified to Fourth Standard, in which there were five pupils. These 
were fair at Reading, Spelling and Grammar, slow at Arithmetic, and good at 
Geography. In the lower classes medium results appeared. Fourteen pupils were 
in the Alphabet. The school room had a much brighter appearance than at my 
last visit having been painted recently. 

Bacon Cove. — In charge of Mr. Patrick Griffin, First Grade. Registered 23, 
present 14, mostly very young children. Three pupils in Standard IV. read dis- 
tinctly, spelled fairly and answered nearly every question given in Geography. 
Three pupils in Standard III. and three in II. were doing very good work. Cate- 
chism was quite satisfactory and Writing up to a good average. Mr. Griffin has 
since been promoted to Kitchness, and Miss Margaret Gushue, Second Grade, has 
succeeded him in the duties and dangers (from landslides, the school being at the 
foot of a precipice) of Bacon Cove. 

Colliers Ridge. — Taught by Mr. Edward Costello (First Grade). Registered 
70, present 48, classified to Fifth Standard. Results on the whole were fair. 
There were some weak points both in organization and in the work shown by 
some of the more advanced classes. Many of the young children present had 
•come to school for the first time. 



DISTRICT OF BRIGUS. 

Turk's G^m/.— Taught by Miss Maggie Whelan (Third Grade). Registered 48, 
present 20, classified to Fourth Standard. On the day of my visit several pupils 
were in Brigus. Reading, Spelling and Arithmetic of Standards III. and IV. 
were up to a good average, and Writing showed careful supervision. The lower 
standards were making due progress. Discipline fair; Catechism excellent. 

Brigus. — Registered 32, average for current quarter (June) 23, present 21, of 
whom 16 were under eight years of age. For such young children the general 
answering was considerably above the average. Arithmetic of Standards IV. (five 
pupils) and III. (four pupils) was excellent and the other subjects fully up to 
requirements. The teacher, Mr. Stephen James, Grade II., is devoted to his work. 
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Brigus Convent. — Registered 51, present 40, classified in Intermediate, Prelim- 
inary and Primary of the C.H.E. and lower standards. My report of the year':? 
work is but a repetition of former ones. I find, with now and then an occasional 
weak point, the same high standard of proficiency in the advanced subjects and 
the same thorough grounding in elementary work. As usual, I make special re- 
cord of the training given by the good nuns in manners, accent and deportment, 
as well as Music (vocal and instrumental), the importance and influence of which 
is already becoming manifest in the manner in which several schools under Brigus 
I-.oard, taught by graduates from Brigus Convent, are conducted. C.H.E. results 
for 1905 are : Two passes in Primary, four in Preliminary and one in Inerme- 
diate. with distinctions in Intermediate Geometry and Preliminary Penmanship. 

Burnt Head. — Miss Teresa Breen was in charge at the time of my visit, hav- 
ing taken the place of her sister, Miss Alice Breen, who was ill. The Register 
showed 37 pupils enrolled, classifiied as follows: Standard V. 6, Standard IV. 4, 
Standard II. 12, Standard I. and Letters 15. Considerable improvement was mani- 
fest, especially in Writing. The school building needs some repairs. 

Cupids. — Miss Lizzie Hickey, III. Grade, continues in charge of this school. 
Registered 39, present 14. Standards V. (five pupils) and IV. (seven pupils) were 
absent at Brigus receiving instruction for First Communion. My examination of 
Standards III., II. and I. revealed a very satisfactory percentage of improvement; 
and judging from the Writing, Compositions, and Map Drawing of the absent 
classes Miss Hickey had made an excellent year's work. 

Goulds Road. — ^This school, closed for about a year, was re-opened in January, 
1905, in charge of an ungraded teacher. At the time of my visit in June, 20 pupils 
were present, mostly young children from Roache's Line, 16 of whom were learn- 
ing the Alphabet. 

Emerald Vale. — The teacher. Miss Mary B. Walker, had for examination 15 
pvtpils out of S3 registered. Many of the absentees had already (June 12) gone to 
Labrador. Out of six pupils in Standard IV. only two were present. The answer- 
ing of these, especially in Arithmetic, showed marked progress, a remark which 
also applies to Standards III. and II. The pupils sang a hymn and a school song 
very nicely. 

South River. — My visit occurred late in June. The teacher. Miss Mary M. 
Walker, a graduate of Brigus Convent, holding Second Grade, had taken charge 
of the school some weeks before. Registered 61. Preparations for Labrador kept 
the best pupils at home. Those present (21) were classified to Fourth Standard 
and doing well in elementary subjects and Catechism. School was opened in S. 
River for the first time in Sept. 1904. 

North River. — I visited this school in November. The teacher, Miss Mary M. 
Walker, had entered upon her duties in September. Owing to the school having 
been closed during a portion of the year, and the consequent disorganization of 
the classes, I did not expect very marked improvement. I was glad to notice that 
the school was being properly organized and the pupils to Fourth Standard (nine 
pupils) doing well. Total enrolment 47, present 32. 
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Hall's Town. — Taught by Miss Teresa Brennan, Third Grade. Present lo, 
registered 23, classified to Fourth Standard, in which there were five pupils. On 
the whole, fair results were shown. Fourth Standard Class had improved very 
little since my previous visit. Writing showed careful supervision, Catechism ex- 
cellent. My examination closed with a hymn sung very nicely by the pupils. 

Bay Roberts.— Taught by Miss Ita Burke, Grade II. Registered 70, present 
54, of whom one was studying Intermediate Grade program, two Preliminary and 
four Primary. The remaining pupils were classified in Standard V. downwoards. 
I examined classes in English, Geometry, Algebra, Book-keeping, History, etc., 
and found, with slight exceptions, general improvement in all these subjects. The 
use of Reeve's History of the Bible as an advanced reading book meets my hearty 
approbation, and I strongly recommend all the advanced schools under my super- 
vision to follow Miss Burke's example. The introduction of Reeve's History of 
the Bible serves all the purposes of Reading and Spelling, besides imparting a 
knowledge (more or less neglected in our schools) of the Old and New Testament 
as well. Passes secured at the Council's Exams. 1905 were : Three in Primary and 
two in Preliminary Grade, with distinction in Book-keeping. This school affords 
an opportunity to the young girls of Bay Roberts to be trained as teachers, four 
having obtained grades in two years, direct from Miss Burke's instructions. 

Butler's Tozvn. — This settlement, situate about four miles inside of Spaniard's 

Bay and containing about 25 children of school age, was, up to May last, without 

any educational facilities. School was begun in a room rented for the purpose by 

the Education Board of Hr. Grace, teacher Miss Mary Stapleton, First Grade. 

His Lordship the Bishop of Harbor Grace contemplates allocating some portion 

of the Poor Districts Grant for the purpose of building a much needed school at

Spaniard's Bay. — Taught by Mr. James Peddle (Grade II.). Registered 46, 

present 31, classified to Fifth Standard. A class of five pupils preparing for 

Primary Grade Exam. (1906) made a satisfactory showing in all the subjects. 
Standards IV. downwards were receiving careful and systematic training as usual. 

I was sorry to learn that the teacher's duties were broken by a severe illness 
v/hich necessitated the school being closed for some weeks. 

Island Cove. — In charge of Mr. Neill McCarthy (Grade III.). Registreed 35, 
present 23, classified to Fifth Standard. Reading, Spelling and Arithmetic were 
quite up to the average, and Geography considerably beyond, especially in map 
work. Catechism and Tables were carefully taught to the junior pupils, and Writ- 
ing showed steady progress. The school had been painted both inside and outside, 
and furnished with new desks and new stove pipe, which contributed to the comfort 
of both teacher and scholars. 

Bryant's Cove. — I was glad to notice on my visit to this school a decided im- 
provement both in the number of pupils attending and the work of the several 
classes to Standard V. Registered 17, present 9. 
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HH^fhf^d Smptrior Scha&l — The Junior Department was^ on the day of my 
ttfit, in cl^rg^ of a young Udy wlio luid l^kcn rhc pkce of the teacher, Miss Alice 
Pomphrey, incapadtated by ilhiess. Present 22 out of 54 on the roll. On the 
wUotc, a fair exatiiinatinu was niade in ihc Mibjects of Standard V. downwards, 
lit tite Senior Department, taught by Mr. WilUani Guilfoyle, 20 pupils were pre- 
*tiil otil uf M enrolled, dassificil in Standards V. and VI. Tht; usual good results 
«^e jyiparent in my examination, the teacher discharging his duties with custom- 
\f\ 4iUg«nce and success. 

Oiterbury. — Tanght by Miss Madeline Cody, Second Grade. Registered 46, 
-rnt j8, Several of the older pupils had recently left school and some others 
not yet come in (Dec 30} for the winter term. Classification included Five 

- mdards. The ptn>tls for the most pari did well Standards IV/ and V,, (ri

t>om€ exercise* in driil were given with precision and spirit and the Governor's 

Ddc was pleasingly sung by a large class. 

H{»rhiW Gr&tf ^■jcademy. — In the Junior depannent 34 were present being about 
half the enrolment- In June a class of 14 was graded into the Senior room. Of 
I hose present for examination 11 read in Third Book. Tables and notation showed 
want of sufficient drill and review. Catechism was up to the average and Writing 
tntproving. St»mc exercises m drill, and a school song or tw^o would 1 fancy be of 
great beneiii in scliools of this kind where the children are so very yoimg that effi- 
etetit discipline, without- some such aid, is very difficult. In the Senior department 
I was glad to notice an upward tendency^ both in attendance and proficiency of 
pnpils. Present 19, classihcd in Standards IV. V. and YI. Except in Arithmetic, 
good average answering was the rule. The lowest class (19 pupils) graded up from 
the Junior Room in September, had already made considerable progress 
in Writing* Results under the C.H.E. Exams, (June, 1905) were, one pass in Pre- 
liminary and one in Intermediate, Second Division- 

Harbor Grace Convent,^*T\\c Rev. Superioress of this Institution and her tal- 
tnted aids have reason to be proud of the success which has attended the Convent 
in recent exams, under the Council of Higher Education^ having carried off a Pre- 
liminary Quiport Scholarship in 1904, and the intermediate Outport Schol- 
arship for 1905. Such resuhs, so creditable to Harbor Grace, are the direct out- 
ctime of excellent methods of teaching coupled with indefatigable industry in their 
application. On the day of my visit 50 pupils w^ere present out of 88 enrolled, clas- 
sified to Standard VL with additional subjects required for the Preliminary and In- 
lenncdiate Grades, The usual satisfactory conditions were evident, steady im- 
provement being manifest in the several subjects examined. In the C,H»E. Exams., 
besides the Intermediate Scholarship which entitles the Convent to first place among 
all the outport competitors, six passes were secured in Primary, two in Intermedi- 
ate with Intenneriale distinctions in Algebra, French, Book-keeping and Shorthand, 

MosQuito^^AJp to Midsummer vacation this school w^as taught by Miss Mary 
Guilfoyie. On Scpl^ ist Miss Mary Teresa Colbert, a trained pupil teacher, was 
placed in charge. Miss Gnilfoyle having been appointed to Perry's Cove. Seven- 
teen pupils were present for examination (Nov, 7th) out of 33 enrolled, classified 
to Standard V* Two pupils in this Standard and seven in Standard IV. had a 
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satisfactory grasp of the subjects taught. In Catechism and Tables a good foun- 
dation had been laid upon which, doubtless, Miss Colbert will improve steadily. 
The school-room needs painting, and an additional window or two. 

Carbonear Convent. — ^The total registration during the year was 112 — 77 girls 
and 35 boys. One boy was present on the day of my visit and 39 girls. Classifi- 
cation included, besides the Lower Standards, Intermediate, Preliminary and 
Primary of the Council Higher Education. Marked progress appears" in the 
Convent schools from year to year. The grade of work shown by the advanced 
pupils is equal to the best in the diocese and the C.H.E. results reflect credit on 
both teachers and pupils. From the summary of C.H.E. results for 1905, Table F., 
it will be seen that five passes were secured in Preliminary Grade, three in Inter- 
mediate with one distinction in Preliminary Grade and seven distinctions in Inter- 
mediate Grammar (3rd place in the Island), History, Algebra and School Man- 
agement. 

Carbonear Academy. — Present 23 out of 43 enrolled. Fourteen of those pres- 
ent had been graded from the Convent School in September. Classes were exam- 
ined in Standard IV. downwards. Results on the whole were up to a good average. 
In the Senior Department I was glad to notice a gradual and steady improvement 
in classification and general organization. Of 16 present out of 24 on the roll, 7 
pupils were doing Primary Grade work and nine Preliminary of the C.H.E. with a 
view to entering for the exams, of 1906. General answering in English, Arith- 
metic, Geometry, Algebra, French, Shorthand, Book-keeping, Geography and 
Hygiene showed thoroughness and close attention to business on the part of the 
teacher, Mr. Ronald K. Kennedy, A. A. 

Crocker's Cove. — ^Registered 15, present 12, mostly very small children. In 
summer the attendance dwindles down to three and four, owing to the families of 
the settlement going to Labrador. Results are, therefore, meagre. In fact a school 
kept from November till May would seem to meet all the educational requirements 
of Crocker's Cove. 

Perry's Cove. — Miss Mary Guilfoyle, Grade II., who had been about five weeks 
in charge at the time of my visit. Registered 17, present 12. One pupil was in 
Standard V. and five in HI. These did fairly in most of the subjects taught, and 
were evidently improving. The school needs a map of the world and a porch be- 
fore the front door. 



DISTRICT OF NORTHERN BAY. 

Small Point. — The young lady in charge of this school continues to work with 
customary assiduity and success. The school has lost its elementary character and 
is ambitious of C.H.E. honors. Two passes in Primary were obtained in 1905, and 
Preliminary candidates are preparing for 1906. The most advanced class proved 
propositions in Euclid, Book I., very intelligently and did well in other Sixth Stan- 
dard subjects except Analysis. Catechism excellent, and Writing improving. 

Western Bay. — In charge of Miss Jane Mullally, Third Grade. Present 21 out 
of 39 enrolled. Highest registration for the year, 41. The school-room was bright, 
cheerful, and comfortable. A class of five in Standard V. and five in Standard IV. 
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mskde A fair irxaminiitum. Geography and Arithmetic of Fifth and Spelling of 
rounJi were Mow the average as were most of these subjects of the Lower Stan- 
durds* due so the teacher infonns me to neglect on the part of the parents to send 
ihcjr children 10 ^chncsL With every facihty at hand for an education, such careless- 
ness on the part of parents rs nothing short of criminal, 

XorfherH B&y Supi^rtor Sthooi. — Miss Mogan of the Junior Department had 
Jor eKamnialion 34 pupils o«t of 40 on the rdl Nine were graded to the Senior 
Department in Septcnitjer. Fifteen pupils in Second Reader did very well indeed 
Kii Reading. Spclhtig and Arithmetic to mnlU plication. The younger children were 
receiving due attention ; Catechism was good and Writing improving. In the Senior 
Department under Mr, James Fit/gerald, I found the same excellent y:rade of work 
as on former occasions. Registered 21* present 18. Registered in winter 47. Gassi- 
f'rcaiion emliraced Standard III. to Intcnnediatc Grade inclusive. In the C.H.E. 
E^cams, of IQ05* Mr Fitzgernld's pupds secttred (vide Table F.) three Passes in 
Primary, rtlree in Pre!iminar>^ and two in Intermediate with three Preliminary and 
four Intermediate distinctions. 

lob*^ Cot^c. — Taught by Mr, Richard English, Second Grade. Registered 27, 
present 24. Scholars in the higher standards were not yet in for the winter school- 
ings With the exception of some weakness in Arithmetic, satisfactory progress was 
apparent in the se%'eral chisses to Standard IV, inclusive The teacher informed 
mc til a I he intended to nend up a class of five for the Primary and one for Inter- 
media I e exam, of 1906. In the 1905 exams, one pass in Preliminary Grade was 
secured » 



DISTRICT OF BAY DE VERDE. 
Boy di' i't'rde Supcrioi* SchooL^ln the Junior Department taught by Mr* Wm, 
North* 42 were present out of 50 on the roll, classified from Standard 11 L down- 
wards. Reading, Spelling and Catechism were satisfactory, Arithmetic medium. 
The hest class had recently been graded into the Senior Department tanght by Mifis 
Winifred Ahearn, The results met m this department were fully up to, and in 
some instances beyond^ the best work of any of our High Schools. Classification 
ehm raced Intermediate, Preliminary and Primary Grades of the C.H.E. in advanced 
work marked progress appeared, the strongest subjects being English, Drawing and 
Gojfraphy, Specimens of map drawing by the pupils would do credit to any school 
in the Lsland. Algebra, Geometry, Book-keeping, Arithmetic were as a rule above 
the average: in fact there is nothing in the tcacher*s work that calls for anything 
except the highest praise. And 1 look upon it as matter of congratulation for the 
Board to have sectired the services of one so capable of training the youth of Bay 
de Verde jn learning, in manners, and deportment as Miss Ahearn has proved her- 
self to be. Results of the C.H.E. exams, of 1905 were three passes in Preliminary, 
one in Primary with five diittncttons and third place in the Island for Shorthand 
itnd A^rictdture. My examination closed with exercises in drill and some 
school songs which gave mc very great pleasure. By reference to Table F. it will 
be seen that one pass was secured in Primar>" and three in Preliminary with dis- 
tinctions in Geography, Book-keeping, Agriculture (3rd place in the Island) and 
Shorthand. 
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Red Head Cove. — ^This school was taught in winter by Miss Mary Hatch, and 
in summer by Miss Hogan who was succeeded by Miss Alice Riggs, the teacher in 
charge at the time of my visit. Registered 43, present 37. Classification good. 
Promising results were evident in Standards V. (two pupils) and IV. (seven 
pupils). The lower classes were being carefully taught. A class in vocal music 
and in recitation did very well indeed. Miss Riggs promised excellent results later 
on. I noticed that the school-room had been painted since my last visit. Some ad- 
ditional desks and maps will be provided later. 

Grates Cove. — School was taught here for the winter by an ungraded teacher. 
It was closed at the time of my inspection. 

Low Point. — School is taught here for only six months of the year, but it is 
the intention of the Board to have a continuous school ; and, with a view to this, the 
foundation of a new building has recently been laid by the Rev. Chairman.

DISTRICT OF TRINITY SOUTH. 

Turk's Cove. — For some portion of the year this school was taught by an un- 
graded teacher who was succeeded, a short time previous to my visit, by Miss Bride 
Whelan (Third Grade). Present 13 out of 17 on the roll. One pupil read in Fifth, 
seven in Third and two in Second Book. Three were in the letters. The young 
lady in charge seemed to be earnst and industrious. The school had been repaired 
and painted. A map of the world is needed badly. 

Heart's Desire. — Taught by Miss Mary Joy. Registered 37, present 27, clas- 
sified to Standard V. I was glad to notice solid improvement in every class, a re- 
mark that applies especially to Arithmetic, Grammar and Geography of Fourth and 
Fifth Standards. Copy books showed improvement in Writing. The school-room 
had been painted and repaired and was on the day of my visit (Nov. 29) very com- 
fortable and cheerful looking. 

Hopeall. — Closed for upwards of a year, this school was opened in October with 
Miss Susie Delaney (Second Grade) as teacher. Nine pupils were present for ex- 
amination out of 20 on the roll, five of whom were doing the work of Fifth Stan- 
dard. Measles in the settlement prevented a larger attendance. Some maps are 
needed. The interior of the school is still unfinished. 

Whitbourne. — From October, 1904, till June, 1905, the school here was conduct- 
ed by Mr. Joseph Brazil who was subsequently transferred to Piednoir in the 
Straits of Belle Isle. Miss Mary Stapleton (First Grade) was appointed to Whit- 
bourne in Sept. On the day of my visit 20 pupils were in attendance out of 32 re- 
gistered, classified in five Standards. A very good examination was made in most 
cf the subjects taught, and the school seemed to be improving steadily. A few 
days after my visit Miss Stapleton resigned to enter the marriage state, and Whit- 
bourne school is at the present writing without a teacher. 

Chapel Arm. — In charge of Miss Maggie Ryan (Third Grade), Registered 27.. 
present 15, the larger number of whom were in Standards III., IV. and V. Very 
high percentages were secured by the advanced class, in fact many of the subjects, 
notably Parsing and Analysis, were above the Standard. Tke g^nQraJ, manacgjetttfiaxt 
oi* the school reflects great credit on the teacher. 
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BfUevue. — T made two nttentpts to reach this settlement, but was prevented by 
slomisw The school is still taught by Miss Bride MuUowney (Third Grade)* a 
yoiipg lady whn ha§ always given the utmost satisfaction. T shall visit this locality' 
♦ri early spririjc. 

(Jamha. — School is taught here in a building altogether unsuitcd to the pur- 
;H»sr, !t is iKtthcf wind tight nor water tight, at)d too stnall to accommodate the 
pypits attending, Regiaeri^d ^2, present Ji. classified to Standard VI. Good ait,'?- 
wiring was had in nearly aJJ the subjects taught. Geometry to Prop. 10, Algebra 
to Equatittns, Parsing and Analysis were fully up to the Standard, with Geography 
m little under Elementary subjects had received due attention. The teacher Miss 
CuTT^ri, was discharging lier dnttes faithfully and with success in spite of many 
difficulties. 

Mint if root.— Registered 44, present 37, classified to Fifth Standard. The re- 
sults of my examination were on the whole quite satisfactory, showing that the 
teacher Miss Janie Keating had discharged her duties faithfully during the year. 
ily e:^aminaliori closed with some exercises in drill and one or two school songs 
which were sutig very nicely by a large class. I was glad to notice that the school- 
room had been considerably enlarged since my former visit. New desks and a 
blacklKiard are liadly needed and will no dotibt be provided as soon as possible. 



DISTRICT OF TRINITY WEST. 
Trinity West. — This school was in operation during a part of the year, but was 
closed on the two occasions I visited the District. 

Liftk Heart' J Ease. — This school* taught for some portion of the year by Miss 
Margaret A. Joy {Third Grade )t was closed at the time of my visitation. 

Brihsh Harbor. — The new school at British Harbor was opened in Hovcmber 
with Miss Annie Hopkins (Third Grade) m charge, and an attendance of 14 pupils. 

Trinity. Morth Side, — This school was not in operation at the time of my first 
visit* the teacher. Miss Anastasia McGrath (Third Grade), havinjsf resigned. At 
the time of my next visit the vacancy had not been filled. Miss McGrath began 
teaching Nov. 2nd, IQ04- Highest attendances during winter was not over 12, clas^ 
sified to Standard VL The school at North Side is at present in charge of Miss 
Jatie Wood roe (First Grade). 



DISTRICT OF TRINITY I NORTH, 
Metro^i\ — Things are brighter here. A fine new school, an earnest teacher, and 
a fairly good attendance contrast very j^trongly with conditions in the neighbour- 
ing settlement of Catalina. Present 16 out of 20 on the rolL Children neat atiri 
orderly and improving steadily. A class of five in Fourth Standard made an ex- 
cellent exam, in ever>^ subject. Those in the lower standards were receiving careful 
attention at the hands of the teacher Miss Maggie Hunt (Third Grade). 

Caftthua. — Very little imj^rovemenf either in the school building or in the at- 
tainments of the pupils (present 11, Registered It) is to be recorded for Catalina, 
and little to be cjcpected without a ridical change in matters as they. stand at pre 5- 
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ent. As a new school is promised against my next visit, I refrain from making 
any further adverse comment. At the time of my visit (Sept. 28) the school was 
taught by Mr. Joseph Joy. 

Bonavista. — Owing to the departure of two large Catholic families, the at- 
tendance at Bonavista school has suffered considerably. The teacher Miss Maggie 
Doody, had for my examination only the more elementary classes, the grown pupils 
not having yet come in for the winter. The usual satisfactory examination was 
made by those present in Reading, Spelling, Catechism, Tables, etc. Writing was 
improving as usual. 



DISTRICT OF BONAVISTA SOUTH. 

Knight's Cove. — Taught by Miss Mary Ann Aylward (Grade III.). Registered 
23, present 16, classified to Standard V. Reading was fluent, but marred by man- 
nerisms. Spelling correct, Grammar, Geography and Arithmetic up to a satisfactory 
average. Writing had not improved much, but Tables and Catechism of advanced 
class were excellent. The teacher has since resigned to take charge of Sweet Baj*^ 
school and Knight^s Cove school is, for the present, taught by an ungraded teacher. 

King's Cove Superior School. — Miss Castello of the Junior department had 38 
present out of 43 on the roll, classified to Standard IV. Six pupils were graded 
into the Senior department in Sept. 1904, and eight more were to go in after mv 
examination. In the several subjects examined I found the same uniform progress 
as on former visits, and the same evidence of intelligent and successful discharge 
of duty on the part of Miss Costello. The Senior Department was pending the 
appointment of a successor to Miss Mamie Keough, (A.A.) who resigned in May, 
in charge of Mr. John Long who had as a matter of obligement to the Rev. Chair- 
man, left his own school at Open Hall and taken up the classes at King's Cove, 
thus enabling several King's Cove candidates to take the C.H.E. exam. Present 12, 
out of 26 enrolled. From my own examination and from the C.H.E. results at- 
tained by the school (vide Table F.) I am convinced that an excellent year's work 
was done by King's Cove Superior School under the teacher Miss Mamie Keough, 
and her successor pro tem, Mr. John Long. Following are C.H.E. results taken 
from Table F. Three passes in Primary, four in Preliminary and two in Inter- 
mediate with Prelim, distinctions in School Management and Hygiene and the prize 
for Prelim. Agriculture. 

Broad Cove. — ^This school was closed from November till April when Miss Liz- 
zie Doyle took charge. Registered 37, present 30. Two read in Standard V, three 
ir IV., three in III. Twenty-two were in Standard I. and letters. With the ex- 
ception of some backwardness in Arithmetic of Standard IV. very satisfactory re- 
sults appeared. The smaller classes were receiving careful attention. 

Keels.— TsiUght by Miss Mary Ducey, (Second Grade). Present 20 out of 29 
enrolled, classified to Standard VI. One pupil in this Standard and six in IV. and 
V. did very well in most of the subjects taught. In Reading I noticed several un- 
corrected mannerisms. Percentages in Spelling were high, in 'Arithmetic except 
Third Standard satislactory. Writing was fair and Catechism excellent. 
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Tkkie CtJt'f.^Rcgistercd ^4. present tB, ckissified to Standard IV. Results of 
tiiy examination were crtdilabltr, ^htvwing that tlic teadver Miss Annie Joy, (Third 
Grade) had discharged her duties faithfully and with success. 

Often HalL — Registered 41. average attend atice ia. Classification included the 
Preliminary Grade subjects Atgebra, Geometry, l^listory. School Management, etc* 
In C.H.E, Exams. 1905. three passes were secured tn Preliminarv Grade. Even 
letter results would have been attained if the teacher. Mr. John Long, (ist Grade) 
had not obligingly consented to take charge of King's Cove Superior School on 
the resignation of the teacher in May. thus depriving his own classes of several 
weeks of necessary revision preceding the exams, 

Ftate Cfn^r, — Pending the completion of the fine new school chapel at Plate 
Cove, school w*as closed. In my next Report 1 shall be in a position to give a de- 
scription of this itew building— the last witness of the zeal and energ>' of the de- 
ceased pastor of Bonaviata South. 

IVeslcrn Cove. — Registered 20, present 14, One pupil in Standard VL ond one 
in Standard V. were absent, as ixho a portion of Standard IV, class. Those pres- 
ent in this Standard had made little improvement. Standard 111, promised well 
and gave me every satisfaction. The teacher. Miss R3'an, (Third Grade) was i 
feel sure discharging her duties faithfully, but the school was at a disadvantage 
Qwing to the absence of several of the more advanced scholars, 

hidian Arm, — Taught by Mr. Michael E. Mullowney, Associate Grade. Re- 
gistered 39* present 37, of wiiom four were in Standard V., two in IV.t two in IIL, 
five in ri., five in L, and nine in Primer. The teacher appeared to be discharging 
his duties faithfidly and the pupils in general were improving steadily. 

Sweet Bay. — The general condition of this school reflects great credit on the 
teacher Miss Mary Hoskins (Third Grade). Nineteen pupils were present out of 
24 on the roll. Four scholars made a most satisfactory exam, in the subjects of 
Standard V., securing highest in Grammar, of which they had a very thorough 
knowledge. Standard HI. did well except in Arithmetic, Marked improvement 
appeared in Writing. The teacher had the pupils nicely trained in vocal and in- 
strumental music. From the proceeds of a school concert Miss Hoskins had been 
enabled to purchase a cabinet organ for the schooL 



DISTRICT OF BOH AVISTA NORTH. 
Si. Brendaus.—RvgxsieT^^d 74. present S3* Classification embraces Fifth Stan- 
dard ( 10 pupils). In this class 1 find for the most part solid progress, Arithmetic 
being the best subject taught. Fourth, Third and lower Standards are doing very 
well indeed, and the school as a whole shows steady improvement. I noticed that 
the school -room had been recently painted which improved its appearance very 
much indeed. 

Shaliatvay Cofe.^-In charge of Miss Maggie Hynes ungraded. Registered 14 
all of whom were present for examination. The school had been closed from De- 
cember till June. Two pupils in Fifth Book and live in Fourth read and spelled 
fairly and worked sums to Long Division, Of the remaining pupils three were in 
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Second Book and four in Primer. The school-room had been recently painted — 
ceilings light blue with chocolate facings — and looked very well. 

Dock Cove. — ^This school was not in operation at the time of my visit. 
Gooseberry Island. — It is, I understand, the intention of the Education Board 
to open a school here in the near future. 

Burnt Island. — Taught by Miss Lizzie White (ungraded). Registered 26, pres- 
ent 16, of whom one pupil read in Standard V., the others were pretty evenly di- 
vided among the lower standards. Improvement was visible in nearly every class. 
Catechism all round, quite satisfactory, and Writing progressive. The young lady 
in charge who seemed to be discharging her duties intelligently and with consider- 
able success, informed me that most of the scholars present had begun at the letters 
when she took charge a year ago. 

DISTRICT OF FOGO. 

Fogo. — ^This school has improved steadily since the present teacher Miss Agnes 
Connolly (Second Grade) took charge. Thirty-eight scholars were present for ex- 
amination out of 44 on the roll. Classification included all the Standards. Four 
candidates were preparing for Primary Grade. Results on the whole evinced close 
attention to duty by the teacher with a fair measure of improvement in nearly 
every subject taught. Table F. gives (C.H.E. Exams, for 1905) one pass in Primary 
and one in Preliminary for Fogo school. 

loe Batt's Arm. — ^The teacher, Miss Honorah Dwyer, had resigned about a 
month previous to my visit to enter the matrimonial state, and I found the school 
temporarily in charge of Miss Anastasia McGrath (Third Grade). Registered 29, 
present 23, classified to Standard V. Two candidates had taken the Prelim, exam, 
of 1905. The standard of the school was on the whole higher than on my previous 
visit, and general improvement was manifest. Miss Dwyer's work as a teacher has 
always given me the utmost satisfaction. 

Tilton Harbor Superior School. — Registered 74, present 68. Miss Maud Kehoe 
(Third Grade) had charge of the Juniors up to Third Standard, and seemed to be 
doing very satisfactory work. The Senior Department was temporarily conducted 
by Miss Winnie Dwyer. Although the same high class results were met with as on 
other occasions, the school had suffered somewhat from the absence of the head 
teacher Miss Elsie Keough, who had been compelled to resign owing to a serious 
illness which terminated fatally some weeks after my departure from the settle- 
ment. I record with sincere regret the demise of this young lady who by the good- 
ness of her life, by her gentleness, and devotion to duty had, in a short space, ac- 
complished much for the advancement of the rising generation of Tilton Harbor. 
C.H.E. results of the school show two passes in Primary, one in Preliminary 
and one in Intermediate. 

Cape Cove. — In charge of Miss Helena Burke (Third Grade) who had opened 
school two weeks previous to my arrival (July 14). Present 20, being the total en- 
rolment. The school was classified in Standard V. and the children seemed bright 
and anxious to learn. I have no doubt that the teacher will have made consider- 
able progress in her classes by the time of my next visit. 
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island Harbon— Taught l*y Mbs Liz^k Mahoney, (uni^raded). The school 
nreds^ painting and lias neither blackboard nor maps. Registered 12, all of whom 
were present. Classification was elementary. The teacher appeared to be working 
mdustrrously, 

Boyd*s Cove. — School was not in operation. The new school building project- 
ed for this place wiJi likely he opened hy the time of my next visit to this District 

Litiir Fogo I stand. ^Schoii] had been opened on L^ittle Fogo a few days pre- 
vious to my visit with an attendance of 12 pupils in charge of an ungraded teacher. 

Herring A*4VJt.— This settlement is shortly to have a school. 



DISTRICT OF FORTUNE HARBOR. 

Foriuiii' Harbor. — In charge of Miss hhzlc Ryan (Second Grade). Register- 
ed 57. present 50, classified to Standard V, Two pupils of the advanced class were 
recently placed in charge of the schools at Leading Tickles and Black Island re- 
spectively. Standard V. was a very satisfactory class, averaging high percentages 
in Reading, Spelling (90 per cent), Grammar, Geography, and Arithmetic (in- 
cluding Practice, Proportion and Simple Interest). With the exception of some 
backwardness m /\rithmetic oi Standard ML the lower classes did well The

fortune Harbor {Chapd Side). — ^The new school here was opened in May wltn 
Miss Hannah Shea ( Second Grade) in charge. Present on the day of my visit 30 
ciut of J2 on the roll. One pupil m Fifth Book and one in Fourth, read excellent- 
ly with an almost complete absence of mannerisms* Both were weak in Arithme- 
tic, a remark which applies to Third Standard (six pupils). The elementary class- 
es showed evidence of careful teaching, a continuance of which, must result in 
greatly improved conditions by the time of my next visit to this school. 

Leading Tickles. — The school at this place had l>een opened about six weeks 
previous to my visit, in charge of Miss Catherine Carrol (ungraded). Registered 
18, present ti, classified to Third Standard. The teacher appeared to be doing 
fair work. 

Waldfons Cove. — ^This school, closed at he time of my visit was in operation 
Cor a portion of the yean with Miss Hannah Shea in charge* 

Biaek I shnd. —School w^as opened here for the first time a few days previous 
to my visit to the District. Teacher, Miss Catherine Foley (ungraded)* 



DISTRICT OF LITTLE BAY. 
Piiley's Island.^-ln charge of Miss Susie D e Ian ey( Second Grade). The school 
was clean ;ind newly painted — a decided improvement. The teacher had for exam- 
ination 28 scholars out of 42 on the roll. Classification included Standard V. Re^ 
suits on tlie whole w*ere fair. The school had been closed for several months, but 
for which I sboiild have doubtless found more improvement in the classes* 
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Utile Bay. — ^The school was not in operation at the time of my visit. At the 
present writing Mr. John Lynch (First Grade) is in charge and giving satisfac- 
tion. 

Little Bay, St. Patrick's. — The new school built after the fire, is now in opera- 
tion, with Miss Maggie McCormac (Third Grade) in charge. 

Three Arms. — This school was not in operation at the time of my visit, having^ 
been closed from the resignation of Miss Mary Stapleton, (First Grade). 



DISTRICT OF COACHMAN'S COVE. 

Tilt Cove. — Taught by Mr. James McKenzie (Third Grade). Registered 30,^ 
present 21, mostly very young children. Standards IV. and V. made a very fair 
examination in Grammar, Geography, Reading and Spelling. Arithmetic in these, 
as in the lower standards was, in general, backward. In my next Report I hope ta 
be in a position to give a description of a new school building at Tilt Cove, the 
foundation of which was being proceeded with at the time of my visit. 

Breut's Cove. — The school at Breut's Cove had been in operation for a portion! 
of the year but was closed at the time of my visit to the District. 

Baie Verte. — The new school here is not yet completed, but may be opened be- 
fore my next visit, should indications be favourable for the continuance of the 
work at Terra Nova Mine. 

Coachman's Cove. — ^Taught by Miss Katie Trehey (Second Grade). Register- 
ed 31, present 29. During winter the grown pupils were all in Bai Verte, and in 
summer many of the boys were fishing. Notwithstanding the consequent irregu- 
larity in attendance, the teacher had by perseverance and industry, brought the 
school up to a fairly high standard of proficiency. With the exception of Arith- 
metic, 1 found steady employment in all the classes. Standard VI. having in addi- 
tion to the three R's. made excellent progress in Geometry, Algebra, Drawing and 
History. 

Fleur de Lis. — I found the school here in charge of Miss Mary Fahey an un~ 
graded teacher. Registered 31, present 28, the largest attendance ever presnt for 
inspection. One pupil in Fourth Standard and six in Third made a very satisfac- 
tory showing in almost every subject. The elementary classes were evidently re- 
ceiving the teacher's best attention. My impressions of Miss Fahey's work were 
favourable. 



DISTRICT OF CONCHE. 

Conche. — ^Registered 44, present 23, in charge of Mr. John Lynch (First Grade)- 
The school had been closed for a considerable portion of the year, which account- 
ed in part for the indifferent results met with in my examination. Classification 
embraced Standards I. to IV. The school is at present in chaige of Mr. John T. 
Lynch (Second Grade), the former teacher having been appointed to Little Bay. 
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Groais Islands, — School had been taught here for some portion o! the winter 
but was closed at the time of my visit in July. 

Goose Cove. — School was opened here late in November in charge of a male 
teacher holding Third Grade. 

Flower's Cove.— This school, closed for upwards of eighteen months, is at the 
present writing in operation, a male teacher of First Grade having been appointed 
in November. 



DISTRICT OF LABRADOR 

West St. Modest. — This school is at present in operation taught by Mr. Joseph 
Brazil (Third Grade). I purpose visiling the District in early spring. 
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
